CANADIAN POSITION 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
Washington, July 13.—The threats 


rumored made by the Canadian gov- 
ernment are the imposition of a dis- 


ready badly tangled highway problem. 
It was revealed that there is $4,200,- 
000 in federal road aid money cred- 
ited to Georgia. The legislature will 
have to raise a like amount to secure 
this sum, since the national govern- 
ment demands that the state match 
these funds dollar for dollar before 
they are delivered. At the same time 
lawyers predicted that unless the state

Colonel Sam Tate, chairman of the 
state highway board, several days 
ago urged the state legislature to pro- 
vide $2,100,000 to match a similar 
sum due Georgia from the federal 
government for the year 1928. In his 
request he did not take into account 
the fact that on June 30 the fiscal 
year of 1929 ended and immediately 
after midnight another like sum fell 
due to Georgia for the fiscal year of 
1929. This two-year total of $4,200,- 
000 thus remains credited to Georgia 
but will not be delivered until the 
state provides a similar sum, an act 
toward which there have been no defi- 
nite steps taken as yet this session.

London, July 13.—(By 
News.)—-The British empire, which 
so recently joined in thanksgiving 
services for the recovery of King 
George, became anxious over him 
again tonight when an official bul- 
letin signed by six court physicians 
announced that he will be operated 
upon again, the third time within a 
year, Monday. 

The official bulletin issued at Buck- 
ingham palace, read: , 

“The general health of his majesty 
has further improved. The sinfis on 
the right side of the chest has ceased 
to give adequate exit to and there- 
fore secure the healing of the @mall 
residual abscess with which it com- 
municates. It will be necessary, there- 
fore, for this abscess to be directly 
drained and treated and full consid- 
eration has been given as to the best 
method for effecting this purposé.. The 
necessary operation will take placa 
Monday. Signed Stanley Hewitt, H. 
Graham Hodgson, Wilfred Trotter, 
Hugh M. Rigby, Henry L. Martyn, 
Dawson of Penn.”

Erecting Hangars. 

The buildings that are to be pro- 
vided for a field depend altogether 
upon the needs to be met. One build- 
ing that every field will have, how- 
ever, is a hangar, which will include 
space for a repair shop unless the 
latter is in a building of its own. 
_In erecting hangars, special con- 
sideration should be given to lecation 
and area of windows, construction 
and drainage of floors and provision 
of suitable concrete aprons in front 
of the hangars so that planes can be 
warmed up without raising clouds 
of dust. Careful study must also be 
given to the location and protection 
of fuel-burning appliances, and the 
construction and ventilation of paint, 
varnish, lacquer and dope rooms.

Charging that the food served them 
since July 1 has been “grossly inferior 
ns to variety, quality and prepara- 
tion,” and deploring the belated is- 
suance of regulation white uniforms, 
12 first-year internes attached to the 
colored division of Grady hospital late 
Saturday afternoon warned Superin- 
tendent Steve R. Johnston that they 
“will absolutely refuse to work” un- 
less favorable action is taken in their 
behalf. 

The petition, which asserts that this 
is “no meaningless threat but an ulti- 
matum which the administration dare 
not overlook,”’ was sent to the super- 
intendent about 5:30 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon by a special messenger. 

No formal reply had been received 
by the complainants at a late hour 
Saturday night, and Mr. Johnston 
said there would be none-—from him. 
“The charges are absurd,” he told a 
Constitution reporter, “and should be 
ignored. However, I will refer the 
‘ultimatum’ to the exeeutive commit- 


tee of Emory university. The internes 
in question have been ut the hospital 
only since July 1, and have not had 
time to adapt themselves to the sur- 
roundings,” he said. 

The petitioning body includes the 
entire staff of the colored division, ex- 
cept about six senior housé men or 
instructors and a chief resident, who 
were not asked to sign, thé paper as- 
serts, “because we realize that certain 
emergencies arise which must be taken 
cost a human 


| care of or else may 
life.” 

At the present time there are ap- 
proximately 230 patients in the color- 
ed hospital, a house doctor said Sat- 
urday, and should the internes carry

FRIENDS TO RESIS! 
CHANGES IN PAPER 


Supporters Prepare To 
Meet Threatened Deluge 
of Amendments — Only 
Couch’s Change Is Fa- 
vored. 


Prepared to resist to the limit any 
attempt to destroy the unity and ef- 
fectiveness of the annexation proposal 
which city council adopted June 1 by 
a favorable vote of 25 of the 36 mem- 
bers of council and which econtem- 
plates extension of the city limits by 
about 30 square miles and addition 
approximately of 75,000 new inhabi- 
tants, friends of annexation Saturday 
drew their lines tighter to meet a 
threatened deluge of prospective 
changes. 

Only one amendment will. receive 
the backing of annexationists and that 
will be a clause to be offered by 
Alderman J. Allen Couch, of the fifth 
ward and author of the measure which 
council approved, to clarify provisions 
exempting, the new Chevrolet plant in 
the southern section of the city. .Mr.

North Platte, Neb., July 13.—(>)— 
Negroes here began leaving North 
Platte by automobile, trains and other 
conveyances this afternoon as a result 
of threats by a mob which formed 
after Edward Green, a policeman, had 
been shot and killed by Louis Seel- 
man, a negro. 

Seelman later shot and killed him- 
self, but the mob that formed at his 
home retained its formation despite 
efforts of police to break it up. Threats 
of violence were heard as member of 
the mob shouted orders to negroes to 
leave town at once. Some of them 


left on foot. 

The shooting grew out of an attempt 
by Green to arrest the negro, who 
had previously been ordered to leave 
town in lieu of paying a $100 fine for 
beating Ada Miller, negress with whom 
he lived. He went to Ogallala and 
came back this morning. The woman 
then notified police. Green and an- 
other officer went to arrest him.

Germany Settles Belgian 
Reparation Dispute; Y oung 
for Agreement 


Plan Used

Brussels, July 13.--(/)—Belgium 
and Germany today settled the last 
outstanding problem hanging fire 
from the Young. reparations plan 
when Belgian and ‘German. govern- 
ment representatives announced agree- 
ment had been reached on the long- 
pending question of German marks 
left in Belgium at the end of the 


war. 

The agreement brought with it Bel- 
gium’s unconditional approval of the 
Young plan, since the Belgian experts 
who signed the reparations agreement 
in Paris stipulated that they would 
accept it only if Germany made good 
in some way the valueless rks. 

By the agreement signed today Ger- 
many must pay Belgium 37 annui- 
ties, the,first to be paid March 31, 
1930. These annuities will be identi- 
cal in all respects with the annuities 
fixed by the Young plan. 

The settlement is an absolute and 
independé@nt one, Germany agreeing to 
pay these annuities even if a morato- 
rium should intervene on the Young 
payments. In the latter case pay- 
ments to Belgium may be made in 
kind. 

Belgium Loses. 

The settlement gave Belgium more 
than 4,500,000,000 paper francs, equal 
to about 500.000,000 zold marks (ap- 
proximately $123,000,000) in compen- 
sation for Belgium's original claim of 
6,500,000,000 gold marks. 

It represented large concessions to 
Germany, who will simply make up 
for the sum conceded by Belgium in 
the new Young plan as compared with 
the old Dawes annuities. 

The agreement was considered more 
important from a political than a 
financial standpoint, but it was con- 
sidered that the Belgian government 
had reason to be satisfied with a set- 
tlement assuring Belgium a_ stable 
budget for the next 37 years and 
eliminating the irritation hampering 
Belgium-German rapprochment. 

Discuss Property Return. 

The Belgian and German repre 
sentatives also discussed the basis of 
an understanding for the return of 
confiscated German property in Bel- 
sium which had not yet been liquida’- 


tors passed a resolution 
their readiness to defend by arms the 
friendly relations existing between 
Chinese and Russian workmen. 
“Attempt at War.” 

The procedure of the Chinese was 
regarded here as a fresh attempt to 
draw Russian into armed conflict. 

The younger generation of com- 
munists will undoubtedly demand 
strong retaliatory measures, but the 
responsible leaders will probably ab- 
strain from overt acts likely to en- 
danger world peace. 

A strong note of warning to the 
Manchurian authorities over their 
seizure of the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way and the expulsion_of the Russian 
officials was expected shortly. 

Moscow generally learned of the 
events in Manchuria for the first 
time today through Tass agency re- 
ports, which said in part:

STARTS WORK MONDAY

Washington, July 13.—(#)—For’the 
first time in nearly a decade of politi- 
cal agitation, congressional disputes 
and legislative stalemates, the fed- 
eral government is ready to attack the 
problem of agricultural relief on a 
basis of eoncrete reality. 

The federal farm board, complete ex- 
cept for one member, will hold its first 


meeting on Monday at the White 
House. President Hoover will attend 
and start the new governmental agen- 
cy on its way with a short address, 
entrusting to it the task of leading 
the farming industry from the slough 
of depression that for years has held 
it. 

Mr. Hoover frankly considers the 
board the most important body ever 
established to assist a single American 
industry. With this thought in mind, 
he has given particular care to the 
selection of its members, has scanned 
long lists of recommended appointees 
and consulted the wishes of farming 
organizations representing every sec- 
tion of the country. 


All Born on Farms. 


He has, however, found it impossi- 
ble to make his selections with a view 
to the geographical distribution of the 
board’s members because the new farm 
relief requires that each of the major 
branches of agriculture shall be repre- 
sented. He draws considerable satis- 
faction from the fact that all of the 
appointees were born and reared on 
farms and that all but one, the repre- 
sentative of business and finance, have 
been actively engaged in farming for 
many years. 

As it will meet on Monday, the 
board will be composed of Alexander 
H. Legge, of Chicago, chairman, rep- 
resenting general business; James C. 
Stone, of Lexington, Ky., vice chair- 
man, representing tobacco; Carl Wil- 
liams, of Oklahoma City, cotton; C. B. 
Denman, of Farmington, Mo., live- 
stock; Charles C. Teague, of Los An- 
geles, fruit growing; William F. Schil- 
ling, of Northfield, Minn., dairying; 
Charles 8. Wilson, of Hall, N. Y., 
spokesman for the miscellaneous agri- 
cultural interests of the northeast, 
and Secretary Hyde, who holds mem- 
bership by virtue of his position as 
head of the agriculture department. 


Legge and Williams Confer. 


Legge and Williams have already 
arrived in Washington and conferred 
at length with President Hoover. Most 
of the others are expected to reach the 
city by tomorrow night with all pres- 
ent when Legge calls the meeting to 
order on Monday morning. 

Although facing its most momentous 
task, a crisis in the wheat marketing 
situation, the board will be without 
a representative of that phase of farm- 
ing at the first session.

Hoover Approves Promo- 
tion to Post Vacated by 
Death of Cole as Pacific 
Marine Commandant. 


Washington, July 13.—(/)—Smed- 
ley D. Butler—whoge peppery career 


has been featured by adventures as a 
marine and as erstwhile director of 
publie safety in Philadelphia—is now 
a major-general. 

President Hoover approved his pro- 
motion from brigader-general of the 
marine corps today on the recommen- 
dation of Secretary Adams. He is the 
youngest general officer of the corps, 
celebrating his forty-eighth birthday 
July 30 

Butler’s first rank was that of a 
volunteer second lieutenant during the 
Spanish-American War. He now com- 
mands the marines at Quantico, Va., 
which post he will retain. ‘The pro- 
motion was to fill the vacancy caused 
by the recent death of Major-General 
Eli. K. Cole, Major-General Logan 
Feland succeeded the latter as com- 
mandant of the marine forces on the 
Pacific. 

General Butler’s rank as brigadier 
was taken by Colonel John T. Myers, 
president of the marine corps examin- 
ing and retiring board. 


and distinguished records in action. 
Butler wears two congressional medals 
of honor as well as both army anid 
navy distinguished service medals andl 
many decorations from foreign powers. 
He has taken part in virtually every 
marine expedition since the Spanish- 
American War. 

General Myers, who is president of 
the marine corps examining and retir- 
ing board, is 58 years old. He was 
advanced twice for heroic conduct in 
battle. He took part in the Boxer 
uprising and during the World War 
served with the Atlantic fleet. 

General Butler was promoted to cap- 
tain for heroism in the Boxer cam- 
paign in China. Since then he has 
served in the Philippines, Cuba, Nica- 
ragua, Panama, Honduras, Mexico, 
Haiti, Santo Domingo and again in 
China—where — he commanded the 
latest marine expeditionary force. 

Not the least spectacular incident 
in his career was his command of the 
Philadelphia police force as director 
of public safety in 1925. He under- 
took “to clean up” the city while on 
leave from the marine corps and, was 
dismissed after he had déclingd a re- 
quest. by the mayor that he resign. 

“The marines can take care of me, 
he said after the dismissal, “and iF 
rather be in the marine corps than 
15,000,000 cities like Philadelphia.”

Many Improvements Urged 
For State Farm Sivébens 
By Governor’s Commission 


A special committee, named by Gov- 
ernor Hardman in May to study pro- 
visions for prisoners at the state farm 
suffering from tuberculosis, has filed 
its report, the governor § announced 
Saturday. 

Among other things the committee 
Pecommended expending $25,000 for 
improvements to the present facilities, 
$10,000 for the men's division and 
$15,000 for the women's. Attached to 
the report was the draft of a bill to 
this effect. 

Details of suggested ‘mprovements 
included : 

Utilization of the present building 

men, with slight enlargements or 
rearrangement and two rooms added 
to each ward for the segregation of, 
the moribund: overhauling and = en- 


seveing of toilets and provision § of 
ower baths with hot and cold water ; 


complete ‘replastering overhead, reno- 
vation of dining-room and enlarging 
and refurnishing of kitchen, with ad- 
dition of refrigerator; screening of 
kitchen and dining-room¢ provision 
for laundering clothing and bedcloth- 
ing: installation of adequate heating, 
reconstruction of fence and grassing 
and beautification of grounds. 


Recommendation that prisoners suf- 
fering from tuberculosis be segregated 
from those with other diseases was 
made. 

Wards for white women were de- 
scribed as inadequate, while it was 
said that there is insufficient winuow 
space in wards for both white and 
colored women. 

Addition of wards of ten beds for 
white and fifteen for colored patients 
was suggested.

The meas- 
ure is practically identical with simi- 
lar Jaws in Maine, Michigan and nu- 
inerous other states.

IN CHICAGO FURNACE 


Police Unable To Determine 
Whether Suicide or 
Murder. 


Chicago, July 13—(4)—The body of 
Theodore Hammel, 50, was found last 
night in a furnace, burned beyond rec- 
ognition. 

Police early today were unable to 
determine whether it was murder or 
suicide. 

Hammel's wrists had been bound 
loosely together with telephone wire 
and his body wrapped in burlap, which 
had been soaked with kerosene. Un- 
burned shreds and charred bits of the 
burlap were found in the ashes of the 
funace. 

The body was found by Hammel’s 
niece, Miss Carmen Hammel, and a 
friend, James Gregg, who had been 
requested by Mrs. Hammel, the dead 
man’s wife, to look for him when he 


failed to return home last evening. 
He had gone in the morning to a yva- 
cant flat building he owned to do 
some work, and Mrs. Hammel, an in- 
valid, feared he might have been over- 
come by the heat. 

Miss Hammel and Gregg had 
searched the building and were about 
to leave the basement when she re- 
marked jokingly: “Let’s look in th 
furnace; maybe he crawled in there t 
keep cool.”’ 

Police learned that Hammel recent- 
Iv. had experienced financial difficul- 
ties and that the vacant building was 
mortgaged for $26,000. 

Gregg declared that Hammel 
once remarked: 

“That building will be the death of 
me, Sometimes I] feel like dashing 
my brains out on the sewer pipes in 
the basement.” 

Police said they believed Hammel, 
crazed from worry, crawled into the 
furnace, after wrapping himself in the 
saturated burlap and binding his 
wrists, and set himself afire. 

Gregg and Miss Hammel were re- 
leased after being questioned.

New York, July 13.—(4)—An argu-

It isn’t all polo with the men, how- 
ever. Some of them are at the stables 

located on North- Boulevard—every 
day and in the saddle, Members have 
the privilege of taking young ladies 
fo ride and a great number of them 
take advantage of it. There are many 
bridle paths, quiet country roads back 
of Morningside, free of automobile 
traffic and it is here that they ride. 

The men are good riders and the 
mounts are better than average—the 
majority of them are_ three-gaited.

OF RADIO STATIONS 


Phenomenal Growth of Ra- 
dio Explained in Talk by 
Dr. Julius Klein. 


Washington, July 13.—()—One 
billion persons are within the range 
of radio broadcasting stations already 
éstablished and more are constantly 
being added throughout the world. 

This was revealed tonight by Dr. 
Julius Klein, assistant secretary of 
commerce, in a radio talk over the 
National Broadcasting Company 
chain. 

He said that on the basis of five 
listeners to every set there was a 
potential market for 200,000,000 sets, 
and that a recent survey by the com- 
merce department disclosed that 
about 20,000,000 to be in use, of 
which nearly two-thirds were from 
the United States. 

“Even this figure of market po- 
tentialities is conservative,” he added, 
“for new stations are constantly be- 
ing erected in all parts of the world. 

Station at Kenya. 

“A short-wave station of great pow- 
er will soon be completed in Kenya, 
in what is commonly’ considered 
‘darkest Africa,’ and soon even the 
monkeys will be in a position to re- 
ceive lessons in bridge.”

Matched To Secure Sum. 


Two developments Saturday served 
to further complicate Georgia’s. al- 
ready badly tangled highway problem. 
It was revealed that there is $4,200,- 
000 in federal road aid money cred- 
ited to Georgia. The legislature will 
have to raise a like amount to secure 
this sum, since the national govern- 
ment demands that the state match 
these funds dollar for dollar before 
they are delivered. At the same time 
lawyers predicted that unless the state 
legislature submits the proposed bond 
issue to the people all available reve- 
nue. may be tied up in litigation in- 
stituted on the grounds that the state 
excecded its authority by assuming 
debts to the counties withont an 
amendment to the state constitution. 


Colonel Sam Tate, chairman of the 
state highway board, several days 
ago urged the state legislature to pro- 
vide $2,100,000 to match a similar 
sum due Georgia from’ the federal 
government for the year 1928. In his 
request he did not take into account 
the fact that on June 30 the fiscal 
year of 1929 ended and immediately 
after midnight another like sum fell 
due to Georgia for the fiscal year of 
1929. This two-year total of $4,200,- 
000 thus remains credited to Georgia 
but will not be: delivered until the 
state provides a similar sum, an act 
toward which there have been no defi- 
nite steps taken as yet this session.

The buildings that are to be pro- 
vided for a field depend altogether 
upon the needs to be met. One build- 
ing that every field will have, how- 
ever, is a hangar, which will include 
space for a repair shop unless the 
latter is in a building of its own. 
_In erecting hangars, special con- 
sideration should be given to lecation 
and area of windows, construction 
and drainage of floors and provision 
of suitable concrete aprons in front 
of the bangars so that planes can be 
warmed up without raising clouds 
of dust. Careful study must also be 
given to the location and protection 
of fuel-burning appliances, and the 
construction and ventilation of paint, 
varnish, lacquer and dope rooms. 
Hangar doors are peculiar to these 
buildings alone. -The best hangars 
have full ~idth doors at the front 
and rear, offering the greatest ease 
in handling planes. 


Housing Admmistration. 

Every field, too, will have an op- 
erations office, and this should be 
placed where the man-on duty wil! 
have a clear, unobstructed view of the 
entire field. If there is a terminal 
building for air travelers, it should 
provide the same conveniences that 
a railroad or bus terminal of similar 
capacity would have. 

The accommodations that an air- 
port is likely to require, in addition 
to hangars and an operations office, 
include an administration building, 
repair hangars, a clubhouse. clup 
hangar, space for airplane, sales or- 
ganizations, an administration build- 
ing and hangar for a flying school, 
passenger terminal, postotfice, a heat- 
ing plant and storage tanks for gaso- 
line and oil, 

Not every municipal airport will re- 
quire all of the above facilities. <A 
clubhouse, for »>xample, may be ui- 
necessary at first, but it should be 
kept in mind so that one may be add- 
ed in the future if it -becomes neces- 
sary to accommodate individuals who 
fly their own planes at the field.

A large proportion of the borrow- 
ers. most of whom hoped to recoup 
their losses later on a subsequent rise 
in values, have managed to meet in- 
terest payments on, their bank indebt- 
edness, but now are finding themselves 
unable to repay the principal on ma- 
tured notes. For this reason, south- 
ern banks which lent heavily for con- 
struction purposes during .the boom

The partial stoppage of fruit crop 
shipments, because of stringent quar- 
antine regulations recently issued by 
the department of agriculture in its 
effort to control the spread of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly, has imposed 
a serious financial burden on growers 
and their banks are said to be finding 
loan payments slow as a result.

We can get no relief from the erime 
wave and the criminals in Georgia 
from either the legislature or the 
courts. 

When the governor of the state de- 
liberately sits down at his executive 
desk and releases from the peniten- 
tiary in a single day five . convicted 
murderers serving life sentences, the 
people can only throw up their hands 
in hopelessness of due and enforced 
protection. 

Somebody in the legislature has in- 
troduced a bill to: “remove the power 
of the governor to grant paroles to 
— serving life sentences for mur- 
der. 

That cannot be done by the general 
assembly, because the constitution of 
the state, in Paragraph 12 of Section 
1 of Article V says: 

“He shal® have power to grant re- 
prievey and pardons, to commute pen- 
alties, remove disabilities imposed by 
law and to remit any part of a sen- 
tence for offenses against the state, 
after conviction, except in cases of 
treason and impeachment.” 

Any act of the legislature attempt- 
ing to limit or take away’ that abso- 
lute constitutional power of the goy- 
ernor will be ultra vires, null and 
void, and the courts would so de- 
clare it.

M. Poineare, on the other hand.

Since the Young plan has been pre- 
senied, however, and especially — in 
view of France's liability to pay 
something over $400.000,000 for mu- 
nigions and supplies if the agreement 
is not ratified, M. Poincare feels 
that the Mellon-Berenger pact should 
be ratified.

Not only must M. Poincare satisfy 
his fellow deputies, but each of the 
fellow deputies who allows himself to 
be satisfied must convince his con- 
stituents. ‘Still more embarrassing. 

But M. Poincare is not resourceful. 
The present plan seems to be for the 
parliament to authorize the govern-

The Caledonian Ball. 


One of the important dances of the 
season is the royal caledonian ball, 
which celebrated its eighty-first birth- 
day this year. This affair began hum- 
bly as a friendly gathering, assem- 
bled for the first time in 1878 by 
the late Duke of Athol, but now it 
has become an enormous social and 
charitable organization. 

It has ten royal patrons, iscluding 
the king and queen, the Prince of 
Wales and the Duke and Duchess of 


1,500 persons were present.

One must wear full 
or mess dress, highland or hunting 
kit, court dress or colored facings, but.

The room’s dull gold walls 
and decoration display to great ad- 
vantage thousands of roses, while crys- 
tal chandeliers cast their brilliant 
light on the kaleidoscope of a thou- 
sand moving kilts. 

The dances are all Scottish and in- 
clude reels and country dances, and 
there is a dais reserved for chap- 
erons, who always assemble in force 
on this occasion, usually wearing their 
family tiaras.

Now that women M. P.’s have in- 
creased they have received a larger 
room in the house of commons. It 
is not a very large room, ov particu- 
larly artistic, but it boasts two larve 
mirrors—an indication that even at

The average haul from farm to mar- 
ket or shipping point is 12 miles, 
This by 3,814,053 tons gives 45,779,- 
436 ton miles. According to govern- 
ment investigations in eight counties 
and five different states it costs .335 
cents per ton mile to haul over un- 
improved, or dirt roads. It costs 
.157 cents per ton miles to haul the 
same tonnage over a paved road. This 
shows a gross saving of .178 cents per 
ton mile. However, the cost of inter- 
est on ghe bonds and the refunding 
costs is 063 cents per ton mile. This 
deducted from the gross saving of .1738 
cents leaves a net saving of .115 cents 
per ton mile saved by hauling on 
paved roads. This saving on 45,779,- 
436 ton miles gives $5,264,635.14, now 
being wasted by the farmers of Geor- 
gia in marketing their crops. This 
is enough to pay the interest on a 
$100,000,000 bond issue every year. 
Why should the farmer waste his 
money in this way just because a few 
politicians feel that they can ride 
into office by appealing to prejudice 
“and ignorance by absolutely misstating 
the facts regarding a bond issue. Ev- 
ery year you put off paving.the roads 
of Georgia the citizens of the state 
are spending more than the cost of 
all the paving in the shape of mud 
tax made up as follows: Automobile 
repairs and replacement, additional oil 
and gas to run the vehicle, and lost 
time for the men handling the crops. 

Dirt Roads Costly. 

This isn’t all, every automobile own- 
er is spending .022 cents per mile more 
to drive over dirt roads than it costs 
to drive over paved roads. Georgia 
had 280,000 cars and 45,000 trucks 
registered in 1928. These cars operat- 
ing an average of 30 miles a day gives 
us 8,400,000 miles traveled. A _ loss 
of .022 cents per mile gives up a 
daily loss of $184,800. This by 365 
(lays brings the car loss up to $74,452.- 
OOO a year. This is enough to pave 
the roads of the state and yet the 
people of Georgia who own cars are 
just wasting it right along, year after 
year, because they listen to the poli- 
ticians who oppose a bond issue purely 
with the hope they can ride into office 
on such gross misrepresentations—Mr, 
Car Owner sit up and think. 

This isn’t all the people of the state 
are throwing away on dirt roads, The 
state has 45,000 trucks, 37,000 of them 
are engaged in hauling traffic other 
than farm products, such as lumber, 
cross ties, coal and so on. Each truck 
making ten miles a day and carrying 
an average of three tons each will 
have moved 1,110,000 tons one mile 
each day. The yearly ton miles is 
313 days times this amount, making 
347,430,000 ton miles each year. ‘This 
at an expense of .115 cents more on 
dirt roads than on paved roads gives 
a yearly loss of $39,954,450. Add this 
to the $74,452,0000 loss on car opera- 
tion gives us a mud tax of $114,406,-

450 wasted by the car and truck own- 
ers each year on dirt or unpaved road. 
This loss is in addition to the $5,264,- 
635.15 wasted by the farmers in get- 
ting their saleable crops from the farm 
to market on. unpaved roads. 

There is absolutely no such thing as 
pay-as-you-go. The highway depart- 
ment of Georgia. has n operating 
at full swing for ten years and less 
than. twenty per cent of the total 
state mileage is hard stirfaced and 
yet 94 counties have issued $25,000,000 
in bonds to be carried and refunded 
with money collected. from an 
ad valorem tax. This is one-fourth of 
the amount asked for by state bond 
advocates. The rate paid by the 
counties is higher than. the state 
would pay for a state bond issue, 
and will take as long, if not longer 
to retire these county bonds than it 
would to retire a state issue. 


Less Than 20 Per Cent. 


The counties have issued 25 per cent 
of the amount of bonds asked for by 
the bond advocates and the state has 
usea this and several millions besides 
and paved less than 20 per cent of 
the total state road mileage; and 
yet the loud speaker will get up and 
tell the people “We pay-as-we-go, The 
state has done wonders and doesn’t 
owe a dollar.” What of the 94 counties 
who have pledged themselves for 
$25,000,000 to put into states roads. 
Does that sound like pay-as-you-go? 
I had rather take a crow bar and 
rob a bank any day for road money 
than to take it from the counties to 
build state roads, leaving them 93 
per cent of the roads of the state 

take care of, and no money to 

it with. There is no such thing 

“pay-as-you-go.” the state may 

but the poor counties. are left 

bleed their own citizens by an 

valorem tax to pay for road bonds 
that can be carried by the state at 
a lower interest rate, and both the 
interest and principal will be paid 
by the motorists, who use the roads, 
a large number of them live outside 
the state, 

Why continue this burden on the 
counties? Why are those opposed to 
a road bond issue afraid to let the 
people pass on it? It seéms to us 
they would be more than anxious to 
pass it on to the people and let them 
settle it once and for all, just to keep 
it from coming up every two years.

Mrs. Kao protested her innocence and 
said the trunks were sent on her con- 
sular frank by friends in China to 
friends in the United States and she 
presumed the trunks contained pres- 
ents. Customs agents found in Mrs. 
KXi.o's personal baggage letters and 
documents in. Chinese which. it is al- 
leged, disclosed the details of the 
smuggling plots. 

Kao resigned from the consulate 
after the seizure and was also formal- 
ly suspended by Dr. C. C. Wu, Chi- 
nese minister in Washington.

He Shot Warren Sanders 
To Save Himself. 


The tragic story of an Independence 
Day drunk which ended in disaster 
was bared Saturday before Judge Ed- 
gar E. Pomeroy in Fulton superior 
court during a hearing on a bail sup- 
plication by Haywood Sanders, 18, 
who is under indictment for the mur- 
der of his brother, Warren Sanders. 
Judge Pomeroy reserved his decision 
until early in the week, when an ef- 
fort to have Mrs. Warren Sanders 
brought frem Grady hospital to testify 
will be made. ar 

Haywood Sanders, a yonth whose 
testimony was delivered almost in an 
undertone, gaid that he shot te save 
hinsself when his brother attacked 
him. “Would you have shot him for 
anything but to save your own life?” 
asked LB. L. Milling, counsel for the 
defendant. “No, sir.” replied Sanders. 
The state. through Solicitor-General 
Jobn A. Boykin, sought to establish 
the slaying of Warren Sanders as a 
“revenge” murder, the solicitor con- 
tending that young Sanders killed his 
brother because of mistreatment at 
another house during the afternoon. 

One outstanding conflict in testi- 
mony arose over whether or not the 
defendant raised the lid of a trunk 
to get the pistol with which he killed 
his brother and wounded his sister- 
in-law. The affidavit of Mrs. Sanders, 
read by Solicitor Boykin, said that 
Haywood raised the trunk lid, recited 
his brother's mistreatment of him, and 
then began firing. Haywood swore that 
the trunk-lid was already up when 
his brother knocked him against the 
trunk, and that_he grabbed the gun 
and began shooting. 

Mrs. Amanda Carr, Louis Carr and 
Maggie Belle Carr, of 193 Berean 
avenue, testified regarding an alleged 
assault by Warren upon his younger 
brother at the Carr home on the aft- 
ernoon of the shooting. Mrs. Carr said 
that Warren knocked Haywood uncon- 
scious, and after the boy was re- 
vived with water struck him again. 
Warren Sanders grabbed a_ butcher 
knife and struck at Haywood, but the 
blow was deflected into the door cas- 
ing when Mrs, Carr interfered, she 
said. The witnesses agreed that Hay- 
wood did not try to fight and that 
Warren, when drunk, had a mean 
reputation. 

J. T.. MeElhaney, of 190 Berean 
aveyuc, said that he heard Warren 
tell Haywood that he would “kill you 
when we get home.’’ Mrs. Beulah New. 
of 196 Berean; confirmed this alleged 
remark by Warren. W. T. Shaw, of 
110 Linden, at whose Decatur street 
tin shop both Warren and Haywood 
were employed, said that Warren San- 
ders frequently sent Haywood for 
liquor, and that Warren was “pretty 
touch” when drunk. Shaw said he is 
holding Haywood’s job open for him. 

Fred Sanders. brother of Haywood 
and Warren, said that Warren wanted 
to fight everybody when he became 
drunk.

It was interesting to watch the 
type of passengers and visitors before 


the ship sailed. There was the quiet, 
intellectual student with his arms 
filled with magazines and books; the 
light-hearted bobbed hair debutant 
taking her first trip abroad; the 
young matron in full evening dress, 
even before the ship sailed, attempt- 
ing to call attention to her tan and 
sunburned back; the loquacious pas- 
senger with a group around him, tell-

There 
is something fascinating about this 
bustle and confusion, the blowing of 
steam whistles, the romping here and 
there of young people, the music by 
the ship's orchestra, the excited con- 
versation of many yroups, the tearful 
eyes of those separating but for a few 
weeks or months. Such is the fasci- 
nation of traveling. 

There was less confusion in the de- 
parture of this shi» and more attend- 
ants at the passengers’ command than 
ean be found on many of the popular 
Brench and English lines. Last year 
the writer crossec on the Gripsholm, 
of. the Swedish-American line, and in 
many respects this ship has much of 
the comfortable convenience of that 
line. The food is excellent and the 
service admirable. Almost anything 
can be «rdered to satisfy even an ex- 
citing appetite. Close attention is 
given to every passenger by the chief 
A new 
ruling on the Italian lines is to the 
effect that only the captain, purser, 
chief engineer and doctors sit in the 
main dining room during meals and 
there is no such thing as sitting at 
the captain’s table. There is little 
social mingling among the passengers 
and staff officers. As stated above. 
one of the pleasing features of this 
ship is the excellent orchestra—far 
better than one usually finds on many 
of the trans-Atlantic liners. Italians 
are naturally musical and it is amus- 
ing to see waiters and attendants 
going up to the musical program in 
order to see what selection is being 
played. Among these we have already 
picked out a Scotti, a Caruso, a Gigli 
and various other members of the 
Metropolitan, for. there are striking 
resemblances to these various artists

_ Tuesday, June 18.—The writer has 
just had an invitation from the captain 
fo visit him on the bridge—an invi- 
tation most gladly accepted. Captain 
Cavallini, who is only 35 years old, 
and even more youthful looking, is 
making his first trip as commander 
of the Biancamano although he has 
been a staff captain for the last four 
years. He entered the service as a 
deck boy twenty years ago and has 
gradually risen to his present posi- 
tion. In his private room he showed 
the writer a new portrait of himself 
which was executed by an American 
artist. Indeed quite a selection when 
we remember Italy as the home of 
portrait painters. The bridge and 
pilot house are intensely interesting 
places for any passenger to see. The 
captain was exceeding cordial in 
showing the writer many of the in- 
tracacies of the ship’s regulation..Much 
was technical but a few things are 
worthy of mention. They have a sys- 
tem for detection of fire in any portioa 
of the ship, by the presence of open- 


'mouth tubes in a glass cabinet. Smoke 


can be seen coming out of these tubes 
if fire occurs at any part of the ship, 
giving also its location. 

In each stateroom there is a dise 
in the ceiling which becomes heated 
in case of fire, causing a bell to ring 
in the pilot house by an electric con- 
nection with numbers to show just 
where the fire is located. There are 
12 water-tight compartments on the 
ship, any one of which can be closed 
electrically in 30 seconds by turning 
a wheel in the pilot house. This is 
done every day in order to see that 
they are in perfect order. The elec- 
iric fog horn is another advancement 
in the ship’s mechanical devices and 
together with the Marconi radio finder 
by means of which other ships are lo- 
cated, one almost feels like they are 
entirely protected. In addition to this

It is remarkable how certain types

| Atlantic liners. There is the woman

out his field glass slung over his 
shoulder. He continuously scans the 
ocean and makes. all envious of the 
things he never sees.

He is never 
absent. 

June 19—On Board Biancamano.— 
Today we passed the Azores. The cap- 
tain tells us that only in good weather 
do we pass through the channels of 
these islands. The day was beauti- 
ful so that we had an unusual oppor- 
tunity of seeing the islands at their 
best. Few people, and among them 
was the writer, have but a vague idea 
of the character and location of these 
islands. They are nine in number 
and belong to Portugal. The first 
two we approached about nine o'clock 
this morning. Flores on right and 
Coroo on left. One hundred and ten 
miles further on we passed through 
the channel separating Fayal and 
Pico on the right and San Jorge on 
the left. ‘two hours later we passed 
Terceira on the left. San Miguel and 
Santa Maria, the furtherest away, 
were not passed. These islands con- 
tain about 214,000 inhabitants. Horta 
on the Island of Fayal is the largest 
city. This will be remembered as the 
place where Ruth Elder and Cham- 
berlain were taken after being forced 
down in their unsuccessful flight to 
Europe, Usually these islands are 
not seen, since the course of the ships 
to the Mediterranean is further north 
on the much shorter route. The chief 
export from these islands is very fine 
pineapples 

June 21—Friday. Tomorrow we 
land at Gibraltar, the English fortress 
town guarding the entrance to the 
Mediterranean. We have had hardly 
a ripple on the ocean and not even a 
storm shower to interfere with the 
sunshine. Most of the passengers are 
bound fer Italy and very few for 
Spain. Adios.

Loughran considers himself fortu- 
nate in meeting Braddock now as he 
believes the hard-hitting Jersey ‘City 


boy will grow into a leading contend- 


er for the heavyweight title and he 
wants to get a victory over James J. 
for the psychological advantage it 
will give, if and when, they should 
meet later as heavyweights.

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ran Will Meet Hard-Hitting Braddock 


JIM BRADDOCK 
ANOTHER GENE 


Both Very Similar in 
Ring, According to 
Light-Heavy Champ.

Hoosick Falls, N. Y., July 
13.—James J. Braddock is a 
young Gene Tunney in the es- 
timation of Tommy Loughran, 
world light-heavyweight cham- 
pion, who defends his title 
against the New Jérsey boy at 
the Yankee Stadium next 
Thursday night. 


“Braddock has the same_ general 
characteristics of Tunney before Gene 
won the heavyweight title.” Loughran 
told the United News correspondent 
while strolling over the rolling’ hills 
'of this quaint countryside where Tom- 


‘my is training for the-defense of his 
crown. 

“IT mean they resemble each other 
in the ring only. Braddock is alto- 
gether a different person than Tunney 
out of the ring. I think Jimmy is a 
nice chap personally.” 

Loughran, one of the most univer- 
sally liked fighters, never cared for 
Tunney. He disliked the ex-heavy 
champ intensely and Always thought 
he could whip him. 

BETTER HEAVY. 

Oddly enough, Loughran thinks 
Braddock has a_ better chance to be- 
come heavyweight champion than of 
winning the 1%5-pound crown from 
him next week. 

“Three or four years from now 
Braddock will be one of the leading 
contenders for the heavyweight title,” 
Loughran said. “He will have a better 
chance to win the heavyweight title 
‘than he will of winning the light 
‘heavyweight title from me.” 

Loughran, who entertains heavy- 
weight title ambitionS himself, thinks 
it quite possible that he and Braddock 
may meet for the unlimited title at 
some time hence. 

EXPLANATIONS. 


In comparing Braddock to Tunney, 
Loughran explained that he did not 
think the young Jersey boy resembled 
Gene at the peak of the former cham- 
pion’s career but only at correspond- 
ing ages in their careers. 

“Braddock is not a counter fighter 
like Tunney but Braddock’s present 
style is somewhat similar to Tunney’s 
of five or six years ago. Braddock is 
about the same weight and is built 
along the same lines as Tunney before 
he was fully developed.” 

Loughran took a slam at Tunney 
when he classified the former heavy- 
weight title-holder as a mechanical 
fighter. 

“Braddock, like Tunney, is mechan- 
ical to a certain point in the ring,” 
Tommy explained. “Braddock is not 
a fast thinker and neither was Tun- 
ney in the ring.

= Result of Rumors That Diesel Will Revolu- 
‘tionize Auto Industry — Vincent Doubtful About 
_Front-Wheel Drive Principle.

Detroit, Mich., July 13.—Since a flight by a plane powered 
with a Packard-built Diesel engine of new and secret design 
Several weeks ago, the Packard Motor Car Company has been 
receiving hundreds of letters daily from people inquiring if 


Diesel engines eventually are to be used in motor cars as well | 


as in planes.

An answer was sought from Colonel J. G. Vincent, Packard vice | 
President in charge of engineering, who three weeks ago received from | 
the University of Michigan the degree of master of engineering in recog- | 


nition of long years in the automotive industry, including a share in the 


design of the Liberty motor. 

The reason the Packard company 
has been receiving the inquiries is 
that a report got abroad that Diesel 
engine use might revolutionize the 
“automobile operation because of 
‘large economy through the use of 
‘Crude oil ifstead of gasoline as fuel. 

When the plane flight was made 
it was said the cost of the oil consum- 
ed was only 25 per cent of the cost 
of gasoline for the same distance. 

Doubt Is Expressed. 

Colonel Vincent expressed large 
doubt that there would be any such 
result as far as the motor car is con- 
cerned, 

“First.” he said, “fuel economy is 
of seconday interest to the man who 
buys a high-priced car today. If it 
were possible at once to equip all cars 
with Diesel engines 1 doubt if there 
‘would be much if any difference in the 
a of oil as fuel. It might not pove 

cheaper than gasoline, due to dis- 
trl ution conditions. Many of us can 
remember when gasoline was consid- 
ered merely a by-product of kerosene, 
with small value commercially. 

“Then, as another phase, we must 

remember that the Diesel engine is 
n high compression motor in which 
the compression is constant at some- 
thing like 500 pounds to the square 
inch. One of the difficulties in Diesel 
use for motor cars as we have them 
now with fast acceleratiton and 
shoothness through an entire speed 
range, would be to make this com- 
pression variable and flexible enough 
to allow for starting and stopping in- 
terference at low speeds. 

“With the frequent changes de- 
manded by modern traffic the aver- 
age gasoline engine operating at slow- 
er speeds requires only 30 to 50 
pounds to the sqf@are inch of compres 
sion, and runs up as high as 90 at 


full apeed.”’ 
Suited to Plane. 
In an airplane, with the speed much 


Vincent explained, the compression at 


itself, 


“Then.” he added, “there is Teel | 


odor which has been a fault in Diesel | 
power plants we have had. The Diesel, 
in starting, gives out a full of oily 
amoke which in the airplane is quick- 
ly dissipated by speed and rush of 
air. In a car it might not be easy 
to get rid of. 

“To make the Diesel practical for 
cars also would require enormous fly- 
wheels on the engines. In a plane the 
propeller serves as a flywheel and 
solves this. In an automobile this be- 
comes a problein because body designs 
are such nowadays as to leave no 
room for larger flywheels. The larger 
flywheel would have to be put on a 
Diesel motor car engine to get bal- 
anced flexibility. Lack ef flexibility 
is of no great moment in a boat or 
airplane engine, but it is vital to the 


car. 
Slow Crankshaft Speed. 
Another point Colonel Vincent made 
was the comparatively slow crank- 
shaft speed required for Diesels. He 
said that in the Packard-built Diesel 


built up to range between 1,800 and 
2,000, which is fast for this type of 
engine. The average Rh. P. M. de- 
manded for the present-day motor car 
engine is 3,600 to 4,000. 

So much for the present status of 
the Diesel in relation to automobiles. 
The airplane angle is something else. 
The possibilities of Diesel use in air- 
eraft and the work Packard is doing 
on it may be judged by the fact that 
this branch of the company’s activities 
will soon be housed by itself in a 
$500,000 building. 

Colonel Vincent was asked to dis- 
euss front wheel drive and the chance 
it is to have in cars for next year 
and those to follow. His answer was 
based on an examination and trial of 
a front drive racer he made in 1925. 
after he had bought for the Packard 
company the front-drive Miller car 
which scored a near victory in the 
Indianapolis race that year. This car 
came in second, the closet any front- 
drive ever came to winning on the 
Indiana speedway. 

Views on Front Drive. 

Colonel Vincent said the front drive 
principle for passenger car work 
might prove of some value to the sport 
ear division of the business, but that 
its possibilities were pretty well lim- 
ited to that field. Such cars built for 
passenger work require 10 to 12 
inches more wheelbase than the rear 
drive cars, Colonel Vincent said, and 
their turning radius is lengthened in 
greater proportion than that because 
there is so much linkage to “cramp” 
in turning. The short drive shafts in 
front and their angularity makes the 
enzine exert four or five times the 
torque or twisting force exerted by 
the rear drive engines, 

Reasons like there, Colonel Vincent 
believes, limit the seope of front drive 
to the larger wheelbase division and 
cut it off from the small car field 
and, therefore, volume output. He

Buffalo, N. Y., July 13.—Pierce- 
Arrow’s rise to dominancy of the fine 
car field, which has been one of the 
outstanding developments in the year’s 
shift of automobile fortunes, is re- 
flected in the company’s report of 
business for the first half of 1929. 

During the first six months the

If 
is pointed out by John T. Redmond, 
of Chicago, chairman of the national 
committee on renting, that the actual 
vacant floor space has increased con- 
siderably since there have been many 
huge skyscrapers which have come on 
the market during the past year and 
hence have raised the total figure of 
office building area in the United 
States. ; 

“The survey recently completed by 
the National Association of Building 
Owners and Managers shows that the 
office building business generally 
throughout the United States is in a 
sound condition.” said Mr. Redmond. 
“Building owners and managers have 
become accustomed through years .of 
experience to a 90 per cent occupancy 
of their buildings as a normal condi- 
tion, when considered as an average 
throughout the life of the buildings. 
It is true that the vacaney figure has 


increased beyond the normal percen- 
tage, but it amounts to only one and 
eight-tenths per cent. 

“Tt is a striking commentary on the 
condition ef business of the > keep | 
States that it has heen able to keep 
pace with the extensive building op- 
erations. Not only does it indicate to 
a great extent the expansion that has 
taken place since the war, but those of 
us who know what is going on in sky- 
scrapers of the nation are finding an- 
other reason for the increasing rate 
of absorption of space.

Seven distinct buildings make up 
this foundry group, all connected by 
an extensive conveyor system with 
service yards between, the one remark- 
able feature most evident being the 
innumerable time and _labor-saving 
machines s0 arranged and  co-ordi- 


nated that few parts or materials are 
handled by hand. 

This  several-million-dollar  enter- 
prise adds 250,000 square feet of floor 
space to the modern Oakland-Pontiac 
plant. Designed and superintended 
by J. E. Linabury, who constructed 
foundries for various other General 
Motors division, the new Oakland- 
Pontiac addition possesses equipment 
and processes developed by Mr. Lina- 
bury and said to be entirely new in 
foundry practice.

Idealistic Leader. 


It was thus we viewed Miss Ruth- 
erford not as an idealist, not as a 
dreamer of dreams, but as a real 
chronicler of the south, a true histo- 
rian of the war between the states. 
Ever we held her above other histo- 
rians who made pallid efforts to emu- 
late her example. Ever she gave of 
her time and talents to do honor to 
the south, .and now above in heaven, 
the star of her glory is shining down 
upon us, we of the south whose ideals 
were her pride, and for whose heri- 
tage of honor she fought so brave a 
fight. . Across the pages of our his- 
tory our men splashed the red of cour- 
age, the white of purity, the blue of 
steadfastness.

‘Their feats of 
valor shine forth today, as they did 
in the days of the undefeated Confed- 
eracy, when the ring of steel upon 
steel brought the exultation of hoped- 
for victory, before might crushed right 
in a juggernaut of strife.

The 
immortal name of Miss Mildred Ruth- 
erford has done likewise. There were 
no compasses on the charts of their 
patriotism. Their eyes were upon 
their country and their country’s flag. 
It was their duty to hold it forth, so 
that the beloved Stars and Bars would 
ever shine in a blaze of glory.

Of these heroes, their trials, their 
masteries, and final defeat, has Miss 
Rutherford written. She has drawn 
a picture of idealistic beauty, with 
the figures of our heroes in the fore- 
ground, in bas-relief, against a back- 
ground of the noblest patriotism in all 
history. She has shown the self-abne- 
gation of our soldiers, their willing- 
ness to lay themselves upon the altar 
of their country’s good. She painted 
patriotism, as the incense which will 
ever burn throughout time in southern 
hearts to glory of the Confederacy! 
She blazed the way for the truths of 
history to ring to the uttermost part 
of the earth. She opened our eyes to 
the fact that the history of our south 
was not .being taught fairly in our 
schools.

Why in this quaint old city of 
Charleston was the Fourth of July 
so impressive as we listened to the 


sweet chimes of St. Michael? It forci- 
bly reminded us of the time when we, 
as a nation, gained our independence. 
There was a very sacred meaning in 
the music of those chimes. They 
whispered of the faith of our fathers, 
of undying love for liberty and loyalty 
one to the other. Forts Moultrie and 
Sumter still guard the harbor. They 
represent Revolutionary Independence 
and Confederate allegiance. The man- 
sions honored by Washington, LaFay- 
ette and many another hero are still 
occupied by descendents of splendid an- 
cestors. In this day of unparalleled 
prosperity Charleston sits in undis- 
turbed repose listening to the murmur 
of the sea. No one ever hurries, no 
one seems out of humor. A kind 
smile, a hearty handshake with a 
soft-voiced greeting is what you re- 
ceive. 

You are moved with reverence when 
you enter the quaint old churches. 
The St. James Goose Creek church 
(1709) has the British Coat of Arms, 
presented by King George III, of Eng- 
land, placed over the altar, and for 
this reason was spared by the British 
troops during the Revolutionary War. 
The church is still in fine condition 
and services are held there several 
times a year. 

The admirable loyalty of the Brit- 
ons saved the church because of the 
Coat of A. us. 

St. John’s JTutheran church was 
founded in 1734. General Oglethorpe 
with the pastor, John Martin Bolzino, 
came to the city and found a few 
Germans firm in their Lutheran faith. 
Sunday, May 26, 1734, at 5 o'clock 
in the morning in the inn where Bol- 
zino was stopping he administered the 
holy eommunion to those he had re- 
ceived in the church. The church 
grew and in 1860 Dr. Bachmann, pas- 
tor in charge. baptized 67 whites_and 
76 negroes; had 370 white communi- 
cants, 190 black communicants, 20 
teachers and 120 p pils in Sunday 
school. This shepherd preacher is 
buried under the altar of his church. 
A tablet was erected to his memory. 
The winding stairway, used for the 
slaves, is in good repair. 

Echoes of by-gone days swept back 
to us as we wound our way down to 
the street.

Miss Alice Baxter Discusses 


Clarksville Church Celelication

Summering in historic Clarkesville, 
a guest in the old Toombs-Bleckley- 
Stewart home, rich with memories of 
the great “rebel” statesman and the 
equally great jurist, I love to think 
of Georgia’s past. But to back-looking 
memory is added forward-looking hope 
through the present owners of this old 
home, once burned, now modernized 
and improved. To them belong not 
only the interests of the past, but the 
vital interests that wind around the 
young life about them giving promise 
of a future manhood and womanhood 


destined to live\in a new Georgia 
world. 


Within a stone’s throw of this old 
home, on the hill, stands the First 
Presbyterian church of Clarkesville. 
It was my fortune that my first Sun- 
day in Clarkesville marked the home- 
coming of a Presbyterian church mem- 
bership, embracing representatives of 
five generations, in celebration of the 
dedication 81 years ago of this his- 
toric church. It. is 97 years since 
seven men and women organized the 
First Presbyterian church of Clarkes- 


ville, but not until 1848 did this group 


of the church universal come into its 
individual home. The little building is 
now renovated, but the structure re- 
mains unchanged, its pulpit the same, 
its back gallery the same as in 1848. 
The bell, noted for its mellow tone, 
has rung out through all these chang- 
ing years. It was cast somewhere 
north, shipped to Charleston, thence 
to Augusta, thence to Athens, the 
final railroad stop. From Athens it 
was hauled by wagon to its destina- 


tion. The mellow old bell stands as a 
memorial to the ladies of the church, 
who contributed $250 to its purchase. 


The Sunday morning service of 


this 81-year celebration was simple, 
and rang true to the home-coming 
spirit of descendent members who om 
come from various Georgia cities anc 
from other states, Linking this churth 
home past with the church home pres- 
ent stood the young minister, an Ox- 
ford scholarship man, filled with hope 
for a church universal. of which this 
Clarkesville church should form a 
part. 


“Dear to the hearts of its member- 
ship as was the old church building, 
dear as was the fellowship and home 
feeling of its membership, above all,” 
said the preacher, “dear is the church 
universal, expressed in the text: ‘O 
Zion that brought good tidings, get 
thee up into the high mountain: O 
Jerusalem that bringest good tidings, 
lift up thy voice with strength—lift it 
up, be not afraid—say unto the cities 
of Judah: Behold your God!’” 


Isaiah’s prophetic words, to the 
mind of the minister, pointed to the 
mission of the church universal, that 
of making God known to man, by ex- 
alting the Christ, by giving the world 
a vision of Him through the Christ 
spirit and Christ life of its individual 
membership, and by sacrificial service, 
without which daily living of the 
Christ life is not possible. 


The morning service ended, this 
very unusual celebration continued 
with a dinner on the lawn of the 
Toombs-Bleckley-Stewart lawn, fol- 
lowed by an afternoon of interesting 
reminiscences from members of this 
old group of the church universal, 
members who had lived through many 
years of changes and chances, in a 
world full of chances and changes.

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Highlights of American History 
Of Interest To D.A.R. Readers 


The following highlights of Ameri- 
can history, giving ivcidents concern- 
ing the Liberty Bell, Old Glory, and 
the Statue of Liberty, will be of wide 
interest to the readers of the D. A. 
R, page. : 

The most famous bell in America 
is the Liberty Bell in Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia. Oddly enough this 
bell was made in England in 1752 and 
inscribed with a verse from the Bi- 
ble, “Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.” In 1776 it did proclaim the 
independence of the Americans when, 
according to tradition, the old bellman 
rang it for two hours. On January 
J], 1926, to usher in the sesqui-cen- 
tennial year of America’s independ- 
ence, the Iviberty Bell was struck 
again and broadcast over radio. 
Old Glory. 

On June 14, 1777, congress adopted 
the design of the American flag. June 
14 is now observed as Flag Day in 
many states. According to tradition, 
the first flag was made by Mrs. Betsy 
Ross, of? Philadelphia, under the di- 
rection of George Washington. The 
Betsy Ross house was purchased by 
popular. subseription about 30 years 


ago. It is now preserved as a hise 
torical shrine and souvenir shop. 
Statue of Liberty. 

Beloved by native and immigrant 
alike is the collossal statue in New 
York harbor, Liberty Enlightening 
the World. Including the base, it 
towers 306 feet above the waters of 


the harbor and weighs 225 tons. In- . 


side the statue 154 steps lead to the 
hea |, where 40 people can stand. The 
torch held in her right hand, holds 
12 people and is reached by a ladder 
of 54 rounds. It is the tallest statue 
in the world. 

Liberty was presented by the peo- 
7? of France to the people of the 
Jnited States 50 years ago, upon 
Uncle Sam’s one-hundredth birthday. 
It was shipped to New York in 210 
packing cases, A year was required 
to assemble it. The statue was un- 
veiled by President Cleveland, October 
28, 1886. Bartholdi, the artist design- 
er, attended the ceremonies. A wag 
once described the Statue of Liberty 
something like this: “Made by an 
Italian and presented to the United 
States by the French people for the 
urpose of lighting Irish immigrants 
into the Dutch city of New York 
which is owned by the Jews.”

3t was long and slightly sagging, as if his

immatere spinal column. He could not 
make concerted movements of his legs, ¢s- 
pecially in going down stairs. His hind legs 
had a curious fashion of walking around to 
meet his front legs whenever he started 
im a hurry to follow some one. His knees 
were knobby; his tail too long; his mouth 
too big. And yet the veriest novice could 
not help seeing in him the promise of a 
noble maturity. 

He grew with amazing rapidity. It was 
mo time at all before he was weighing a 
hundred, then a hundred and twenty-five 
pounds. His characteristics developed al- 
mogt as rapidly as his. body. Nearly all 
dogs that live im the bosom of a family 
become very acute-.at understanding a cer- 
tain amount of human speech and certain 
human habits. Cerdie was no exception to 


this generality. Dogs differ, however, in 


character and temperament as much as do 
human beings. Cerdic’s marked differences 
from other dogs I have owned or known 
well Jay in his pronounced sense of humor, 
his extraordinary companionableness and 
his inordinate love of the out-of-doors. 

Jack, my bull terrier, had no sense of 
humor whatever. He was a keen, hard- 
muscled dog, who loved to be taken on 
wajks because on walks he met dogs with 
which he could fight. Otherwise, he pre- 
ferred the house, by the hot-air register in 
winter, on the cool kitchen oileloth in sum- 
mer. Fighting, following a horse and sleep- 
ing with his head in my lap were Jack’s 
only interests im life. 

Cerdic had a hundred interests. If we 
had guests he'd shake hands with each 
one, then lie down in the center of the 
group, ears alert. If any one chuckled he'd 
erin and wag his tail. If any one laughed 
heartily, Cerdie woul@ bark with a curious 
Staccato softness, while if the whole group 


shouted with laughter, Cerdic would jump 
to his feet and chase his tail for joy. 
Jack would have been a more compan- 
fonable dog if his really good mind had 
not been given over so entirely to fight- 
ing. He was like a boy whose passionate 
pursuit of boxing, billiards, or baseball in- 
terferes with all his other mental activi- 
ties. When he went for a walk with me 
our entire attention was riveted om other

To walk with Cerdic was an em@irely dif- — 


ferent matter. Other dogs were to him 

only a part of the whole fascinating scheme 

ef life. He would fight fereciousiy on occa- 

sion, but ordinarily his attitude toward 

other dogs was friendly, even hospitable. 
On our walks when he met another dog 
he was more likely to invite the neweomer 
to join the party. I’ve taken many tramps 
with half a dozen dogs, quite strangers to 
me, tagging -along, sniffing, barking and 
roughing each other, -while Cerdic, tail in 
the air, acted as ringleader of the gang. No 
fighting was attempted and, as the coun- 
try newspapers would say, “a pleasant time 
‘Was had by all.” | 

But even his dog friends could not dis- 
tract Cerdic’s attention except spasmodi- 
cally from the world about him. Even 
when he was a sprawling puppy taken out 
on leash, he was so intent om the thousand 
fascinating objects that met his eyes that 
he'd forget to walk and I'd drag him for 
blocks. 

As he grew older, he insisted om trying 
to eall my attention to the various things 
that interested him. I have seen his dumb 
heart almost burst in the endeavor to ex- 
plain somehing to my stupid understanding. 
He'd push me with his nose, tap me with 
his great paw, growl, bark, rum back and 
forth, until at last I'd follow te see the 
badger he'd holed, the strange man sitting 
on our lake shore, or, more than likely, te 
struggle vainly to discover something, plain 
to Cerdic but absolutely beyond my powers 
of observation. 

Out of doors, his ‘interest was in human, 
not im deg affairs—the making of the gar- 
den, the building of the boat, the fishing 
trip. the hunting expedition, swimming, the 


hay ride, skating, ice-boating: for these 


Cerdiec was always in the front row, great 
tail flailing the air, great eyes glowing, long 
tongue drooling, uncropped ears erect. He 
gave his undivided attention to whatever 
human matter was at hand, his ome stipue

away from me, if I were on the place. 


He was extraordinarily even tempered. 
Toward strangers he was indifferent. He 
showed a terrific ferocity toward.the one 
or twe people he hated, a demonstrative 
liking for his friends and a depth of love 
for me that I could not mistake. 

When he was three years old he weighed 
a hundred and fifty pounds and was lean 
and hargd, with the agility of a greyhound. 
I had devoted hours each day te his train- 
ing, teaching him no parlor tricks, but do-

ing al that I could to develop his remark- 
able sympathetic understanding of human 
beings. I taught him te obey, instantly and 
without servility. He learned to retrieve 
well, and to jump so that he could take any 
fence or hedge in our cross country tramps. 
Being short haired, he at first didn’t care 
for swimming, but later he became a water 
addict, swimming in the lake alone for his 
own amusement. He became an expert 
diver and would retrieve objects from. be- 
neath six feet of water. He learned to make 
water rescues of persons. He was fed light- 
ly, with very little meat, which added great- 
ly to his natural keenness and activity. 
Up te his third birthday I think Cerdic 
Was an exceptionally happy dog. But after 
he had attained this age I think that he 
hever again experienced complete serenity 
of mind. For I, the constant companion of 
his youth, his friend, his guide, his help in 
time of trouble, failed him. He could not 
know that I was the creature of an un- 
toward fate. He could net understand that, 
hagridden by my own character, it was 
written in the books that I must for years 
go alome into strange places and sweat 
blood until I had recognized those weak- 
hesses and remolded them into a sort of 
strength. He only knew that I failed him. 
After I finished college I was convineed 
that it. was right that I leave heme and 
carve my future for myself. I was ill- 
equipped financially and mentally for fight- 
ing the world. I had little more conception 
than had Cerdic of the character of the 
problems I must meet. But the curious 
fanatical urge that is a part of youth was 
on me. I must go away and be a writer. 
And go I did! Against every oppositien my 
family could offer I lauwnehed myself on 


what I thought would be an adventure on 
the high seas of achievement, but which 
proved to be only a treadmill struggle for 
bread and butter. 


How this itch te write led me te the 
Arizona desert has mo place in Cerdic’s 
story. Enough that I left home and went 
high imte a range of the southern Rockies. 
And there I feught my first battle with 
hemesickness—such an ifimess of the soul 
as I had not dreamed human beings could 
be called upom to endure. I longed for 
green. fields, for the lap, lap of the leke 
waters on the alder fringed shore at the 
foot of the lawn, for beoks, music, my 
mother. 

These early months after my departure 
I used te tramp alone for hours ever the 
burning sands, eyes tear-blinded, stumbling

against cactus thorns, picturing my mother, | 
my steady, self-controlled mother as on the 
afterneon when I left home, standing in 
the kitehen door staring after me, dry- 
eyed but face contorted and hands twist- 
ing in anguish as though she were watch- 
ing my coffin go down the lane. My great- 
est care all through my girlhood had been 
that I should not add one pennyweight of 
trouble to her overtroubled existence. And 
then, with a gesture of supreme selfish- 
ness, I had cast upon her in my leaving 
home the greatest trouble of her life. I 
tramped the desert with this not-to-be- 
forgotten picture of her. 

And there was the other picture—that 
of Cerdie. About halfway to the station, ni 
that afternoon so strangely long ago, he

had appeared unexpectedly and triumph- 
antly around a row of tall blue spruce. He 
was very beautiful—tawny and gray against 
the blue green trees. I ordered him home. 
Fer the first time since his puppy days,

day I had left. She found him at last in , 
the closet of my room, his head against an 
old skirt of mime left hanging on a hook. 
Those early letters, meant only to keep me 
in touch with home, added the very peak 
of terment. It seemed as if I must give ¢ 
up. And yet I could not. 


In the same mail with one of mother's 
letters, when thimgs were at this pass with 
me, came a postcard from a friend in Wash- ¢ 
ington. It was a reproduction of a fresco 
in the congressional library, a painting by | 
Carl Melichers entitled “War.” The panel | 
presemts a powerful processional of war- “ 
riers, mounted and unmounted, wounded - 
and whele, lHving carrying the dead, a)l 
with faces expressing unalterable and epic 
resolution. And, straining at their leases . 
at the head of the portentous march, two 
magnificent war dogs—for which Melchers 
hed used as a model a Great Dane. 


The pieture imstantly became pregnant * ’ 
with meaning for me, not only in its great- 
or sense, but—the further dog, with the 
unchangeable resolution in the stretch of 
the great head, was so hauntingly like 
Cerdic. 

Thet might I dreamed a dream. I had 
been wandering for many years, homesick 
fer a sight of desert mountains. Suddenly 
I fewnd myself walking rapidly through a 
rough, barren region that lifted from brown 
mesa to brown mesa. I was tired, but hetp- 
ead inexpressibly by the fact that Cerdic 
Strained on the leash ahead of me, great 
neck outstretched till the round collar 
pressed against his shoulders. 

Upward and upward we went, panting, 7% 
stumbling, but seeking that which I mvs- ; 
teriousiy knew must be just beyond. Poel | 
without warning, as we pressed around the 
curve of the mesa, there lifted immediate- — 
ly before us a mountain of such beauty 
that my dumb heart almost broke. in my 
desire to absorb its perfections.

The 
air moving firmly against my face was 
sungingly cold and of a perfect purity.

Slowly but steadily, with great difficulty 
but with inexpressible exhilaration Cerdic, 
still straining at the leash before me, and 
I moved onward through beauty. 

When I awoke it was to a new under- 
standing of life. Cerdic, Gari Melcher’s 
“War” and my dream had merged into a 
concept that never was to fail me. 

For life is a processional in which we 
must join, willy-nilly. Some of us lie prone 
while dogs, horses and men, with their 
faces of irresistible determination, tramp 
over us. Some of us plod. wearily behind. 
But those to whom it is given to recognize 
the procession as such move on with un- 
alterable purpose. Little by little the pant- 
ing line thins, little by little the loneliness 
increases, but imperceptibly the way leads 
to realms of austere and 
beauty. 

Deep within me I believed that the task 
to which I had set my hand was worth 
while—worth the sacrifice which nearly had 
wrecked my mother and Cerdic and me. 
And with that haunting vision of beauty 
burned ineradicably into my brain, with al- 
ways the feel of the leash tugging at my 
wirst, I struggled to my feet and moved 
onward. 

The march led through strange and lone- 
ly places, from the desert to New York and 
to poverty and sordid indifference. It led 
to strange friendships and along enticing 
pitfalls. It led through starvation of the 
and through moments of despgrate 
desire to die. And now and again it moved 
through valleys of sweetness and joy or 
touched for a moment on oases of deep- 
set pleasures. It was a march that de- 
manded of me all that I had within me 
to give of endurance and of faith in that 
far country of noble mountains and pure, 
high > air. 

During the first five years, 
mother, I heard regularly from Cerdic. 
She formed a delightful habit of sending 
me in her weekly letter a short bulletin 
about him. “Cerdic went hunting yester- 
day. I-heard a sharp bark at the door. 
When I opened it, he dropped a huge rab- 
bit at my feet. He waited while I exclaim- 
ed appreciatively, then with a short bark 
which said plainly enough, ‘Wait a mo- 
ment!’ he disappeared to_return and drop 
from his great jaws a tiny mouse!

“Last Tuesday evening the telephone rang 
and Mrs. Lewis asked if Mr. Lewis had 
come up the lane past our house.

It took all my strength to hold Cerdic 
while Lewis moved away.

We learned in a roundabout way that 
Lewis had stopped at our barn to examine 
your old gymnastic set he wants to buy.

“The Fastest Human Has Doubtlesss Competed In His Last Big Meet. Here Is His Own Story, 
Telling Why He Is Giving Up Sprinting and Recalling His Most Vivid Thrills in Fifteen 
Years of Racing Against the World's “Heroes of the Hundred” 


BY CHARLES W. PADDOCK 
United States Olym pre Star and Sprinting Champion 


DOUBTLESS have competed in 
my last big meet. It is with sin- 
cere regret that I realize my run- 
ning days are about over. 

There is no use denying it, I-have passed 
my prime so far as sprinting is concerned 
and have neither the time nor the inclina- 
tion to train many long, weary months in 
order to reach top form again. Even if I 
did so, it would be doubtful if I really 


could be sure of myself. Because age has 


made me inconsistent in my. track per- 
formances. Though I occasionally have 
days when I: seem to be as good as ever, 


with the old “lightness” and “spring” in 


working order, I have other days when my 
legs are leaden and my heart is not in my 
work. And the bad days greatly outnum- 
ber the good ones, which is proof enough 
for me that it is time to stop before the 


eports followers start saying, “He was 4a 


goed boy in his day, but he is only a relic 
now!” 

I have not lost my love for the track, and 
the memories of past races remain among 
my fondest recollections. And some of the 
men I have run against: will always be 
friendly figures and unforgotten heroes in 
my mind. ~ 

As I pause to glance backward a period 
of fifteen years of running, there are of 


. Course certain athletes, days and events 


which stand out in bold relief. I can hard- 
ly recall a race that was not a thrill. 


.Peculiarly enough, of all the races that I 
ever ran, three defeats stand out more 
vividly than any victory. They came four 
years apart under identical conditions and 
were all due to the same freak of fortune. 
I refer to the 200-meter race in the Olympic 
games of 1920 at Antwerp, the same event 
at Paris in 1924, and at Amsterdam in 1923. 


On all three occasions the architects in 
constructing the stadium made the track 
conform to the seating arrangements, so 
that it was necessary to run the 200 meters 
around a curve, whereas it should be run on 
a straightaway. 


Of course, each sprinter still races the 
same distance, but the man on the outside 
is generally under a big handicap and sel- 
dom, if ever, wins. 

There are two reasons for this: First, he 
generally does not judge his pace correct- 
ly; he either burns up too much stamina in 
the first stages of the race or lies back too 
far. Either error is fatal in big competi- 
tion. Segond, the runner on the outside is 
handicapped by the softness of his Jane. 
For Olympic stadiums are generally com- 
pleted just in time for the meet, and the 
inside lanes are pounded down, while the 
outside lanes, used only in the 200 and 400 
meter events, are slighted. 


In 1920, after winning the 100 meters 
against Morris Kirksey, I entered the 200 
meters as the favorite. My chief opponents 
were Loren Murchison, of St. Louis; Harry 


. Edwards, of England, and Kirksey, of Stan- 


ford university. George Massengale ‘of 
Missouri, was the fourth American in this 
race, but he was taken ill on the trip 
across and a substitution was made. 


The opportunity was presented to a fresh . 


runner who had not taken part in the 100, 
but who had placed fifth in our final try- 
outs in the United States. His name was 
Allen Woodring, and in the finals he drew 
a Jane inside of mine. And when the race 
was almost over, I found myself, twenty 
meters from the tape, only inches ahead. I 
had run too hard on the curve and had 
mothing left. Woodring, with his beautiful 
stride, gradually overtook me and flung 
bimself into the tape, the new O)vmpic 
champion.

In 1924, at Paris, Jack ‘Scholz and I, for 
many years friendly rivals, won our semi- 
final heats in 21 4-5 seconds and it seem- 
ed only a question as to our lane positions 
which would win. Scholz drew an inside 
lane, while I was outside of him. And 
though I led for 193 meters I again was 
outgeneraled at the tape, to finish inches 


behind the courageous veteran, who had- 
bided his time, watching me pounding in. 


front of him, and then had given his all 
when he saw my legs commence to buckle. 

Strangely enough in the early rounds of 
running both at Antwerp and at Paris I 
had been lucky in drawing inside lanes. 
It was only when it really counted that I 
had taken the fatal “five” or “six” from the 
hat. At Amsterdam, the same kind of for- 
tune followed me on the first day of the 
1923 games. Twice I drew inside lanes and 
won with.ease. But on the second day, in 
the semi-finals, I drew the fifth lane again, 


The. outside. positions were unusually soft. — 


Legge, of South Africa, in the sixth lane, 


found himself slipping so badly that he 
pulled a muscle before he had even rounded 
the turn, while I churned along, making 
no progress until Williams, of Canada; 
Schuller, of Germany, and Rangeley, of 


Great Britain, all had passed me. Williams, 
the eventual winner, drew outside lanes in 
his preliminary heats and inside lanes in 
the finals. 

Probably the greatest thrill I ever got 


_ Was winning the 100 meters at Pershing 


Stadium, Paris, in the World Service cham- 
pionships of 1919. I was eighteen years old 
at the time, and had no idea I would reach 
the finals. Backed by youth, confidence 
born of inexperience and the enthusiasm 
of 40,000 yelling doughboys, I went down 
the stretch like a wild man, beating Eddie 
Teschner and other veteran champions 
when I had no right to do so. 

The greatest satisfaction Ff ever derived 
from competition came in 1924. I had tried 
to stage a “comeback,” and finally I had 
got. myself inegood condition, only to lose 
to Scholz at Paris in the 200-meter race I 
have just discussed. As one last resort I 
entered the national championships at 
Newark a few weeks later and won the 100 
and 220 yard races, beating men who had 


‘been trimming me and equaling the best 


time for each distance that I had ever 
made (9 3-5 seconds and 20 4-5 seconds re- 
spectively), proving that I could come back 
and that my western races had been accu- 
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rately timed, a point that many eastern of- 
ficials had questioned. 

There is genuine pleasure to be derived 
from sprinting, but in order to enjoy it 
thoroughly the athlete first of all must 
learn the fundamentals of the game and 
discover for himself that there is something 
more to running than getting down on the 
line and starting out as soon as somebody 
shoots a gun. For there is science con- 
nected with sprinting; just as there is in 
all other forms of athletic competition. 

A hundred yards naturally divides itself 
into three distinct parts—the start, the 
stride and the finish. At the starting point 
of a race men dig holes to prevent them- 
selves from slipping. They dig those holes 
so that the knee of the right leg comes op- 
posite the instep of- the left foot. This 
works for almost any one. 

When you assume the “set” position at 
the second command of the starter, the 
weight of your body is well forward on your 
hands and your front foot so far forward 


that when you lift your hands you are fall-— 


ing. In order to catch yourself, the first 
steps that you take are Short jabs or drives. 

As you stride down the stretch there is 
just one thing you have to remember—to 
lift your knees. Because, the higher vou 
lift them, the longer each step will be, yet 


your feet hit the ground almost as fast as 


when yoy take a series of little short steps.] 
The secret of speed in any sport is high 
knee lift. 

There is also a certain amount of sci- 
ence about the way a man finishes his race, 
In the old days men just finished any way 
they could. In 1902 there came Arthur 
Duffey, the first to run a hundred in 9 3-5 
seconds. As Duffey was coming into the 
athletic picture, Bernie Wefers, the old- 
time champion, was fading out of it, and 
these two met in a great match race. They 
raced down the stretch side by side almost 
into the string, when suddenly Duffey did 
something no runner had ever done before, 
When he was close to the tape he threw 
his chest far out and his hands back. He 
lunged into the string. Because he lunged 
that day he won the race. 

After thinking the race over Wefers chal- 
lenged Duffey to a return match. They 
met again and again they went down the 
stretch stride for stride, almost into the 
string. Again Duffey threw his chest out 
and his arms back, But this time Bernie 
He turned 
the side of his body into the string. It was 
found that the side could be brought closer 
to the line than the chest, and so he won, 


Wefers had learned a new one 


That was called the shrug finish, and it is 
the accepted method of finishing a race to 
this day. 

Breathing is another essential that can« 


not be disregarded in short distance run- 
mng. Even in the hundred yards it is 
necessary lor @ man to fill his lungs deeply 
before the start of the race. In my own 
case I learned to take a deep breath on 
the command “get set” and to hold that 
breath until I was well under way. For a 
number of years I took a second breath at 
about the fifty-yard mark and sometimes a 
third breath as I made my final jump tor 
the string. But as time went along and 
my jung capacity developed, I found it was 
unnecessary to take a second breath unt! 
I was almost on the tape. 
Arm action also plays a

The outline of these fundamentals may 
give the reader an impression of the science 
of running. But the ambitious youngster 
who expects to be a sprinter has a great 
deal more than this to learn about the 
game before he becomes a champion. In- 
deed, most of the knowledge of running 
must be acquired from the experience. As 
I look back at the sprint stars of my own 
time, those “Heroes of the Hundred,” lL 
realize that most of them helped 
own development. 


in my 
Each great sprinter was 
proficient in some respect, and by watch- 
ing them I was able’ to improve in all the 
various essentials. 

I sincerely believe that the greatest fac- 
tor for success in any kind of athletic com- 
petition is to have in your heart a distinct 
love of the game. This feeling was first 
communicated to me as a youngster back 
im 1913. I used toe sit on the sand and 


watch the sons of friends of our family run 
races against each other. It happened that 
in this group of athletes there were such 
stars as Forrest Stanton and his brother 
Ed, Fred Kelly, Perry Wood and a number 
of others who had been college champjons. 
My own enthusiastic interest in watching 
them created a similar interest in me and 


those big fellows took the trouble to teach 
me the essentials of sprinting. I would 
rum races with them and they proudly 


showed me off as their protege 

Having a natural gift of speed to com- 
mence with and learning the essentials of 
form so early, 1 was able to defeat all of 
my schoolmates with ease. I] think I was 
in the fourth grade when I won my first 
real race, and though there were no prizes 
given I went down to the beach as fast as 
I could to find Forrest Stanton and tell 
him about it. Forrest led me to his room. 
and there he opened a trunk that seemed 
tw me to be filled with all the medais in 


the world. He told me that I could take 


any one of those medals that I wanted, as 


the reward for my victory. I chose an 
elaborate affair in silver, not realizing that 
a silver medal is a second instead of a first 
place prize. 

To this day that remains as my great- 
est treasure, and the love of the game that 
I learned from those bévs on the beach 
has never deserted me. I met defeat, of 
course, and I suffered muscle injury; I 
came into controversy with the Amateur 
Athletic Union and other governing bodies 
of athletics, and was tempted On many oc- 
casions to give up running and to select 
another means of physical recreation. But 
always the love of the game that I had 
learned in the beginning came back and 
found me as enthusiastic a competitor as 
ever. 

I was also fortunate enough to learn the 
value of condition very early in my athletic 
career, At the Far Western championships 
in 1916 there was present a slender, frail 
youth named Henry Williams, of Spokane, 
Wash. Henry did not look as though he 
would be able to last fifty yards, much less 
220, and yet that day at San Diego he not 
only weathered the heats against some of 
the greatest runners of his time, including 
Howard P. Drew, the world champion 
sprinter, but he came back to yin the finatis 
in both the 100 and the 220. I asked what 
he had done to develop such stamina, and 


he told me that he lived and slept at reg- 
ular hours, and by his adherence to rou- 
tine made up for a natural frailty which 
had been his from birth. I thought that if 
it were for Henry Williams to 
build himself up, I could do the same, and 
condition became second nature with me. 


possible 


It was in this same vear of 1916 that I 
first commenced to realize the value of 
form in running. Though I had often 
watched the great Drew in action, I was Ww 
learn that there was one sprinter who hag 
even more beautiful form than the chem- 
pion of the world. He was Morris Kirksey, 
of Stanford university. While Kirksey was 
a strider and | was a dive runner, pever- 
theless I learned to appreciate the value 
of his rhythm. 


Now, the strider is a runner, while (the 
driver is a sprinter. If the driver has 
stamina aad strength he will succeed more 


often in a short distance than the strider, 
but in a race of 220 or more the strider has 
a great advantage, for he is able to cover 
the ground with less energy. 

As time went on I discovered that in- 
stead of acquiring a better mental attitude 
before going into a race, I was having more 
and more difficulty in retaining my nerv- 
ous energy. For I would become so wor- 
ried about an event that I would allow my 
nerves to sap my energy. At the inter-Al- 
lied games at Paris in 1919 I first met 
Marshal Haddock, of Kansas’ university. 
Though Haddock was never a _ great 
sprinter, he did possess a cool confidence 
prior to a contest that was a veritable les- 
son in self-control, and I learned how to 
control my emotions until the proper time. 

But I never did possess the cool confi- 
dence that some men seem to have always 
with them. Never have I seen confidence 
more strikingly displayed than in the 
Olympic games of 1924 at Paris on the part 
of Harold Abrahams, of England. 

This Oxford student had developed a 
mathematical system for running the 100 
meters. It consisted of taking a certain 
number of strides in th efirst twenty-five 
meters. So Abrahams would draw marks 
across the track for the first few steps that 
he took, saying that if he came out of his 


holes hitting those marks as fast as he 
could, it mathematically followed that he 
would make certain time. Theoretically, 


Abraham's system may have been a good 
one. Practically, it had no value. But 
mentally it was wonderful, because it gave 
Abraham that confidence which he needed 
And so he went on to win the Ofymipic 
championship in 1924 

It was not until 1920, at the Olympic 
games'in Antwerp, however, that I com- 
menced to realize the real value of the start 
and the pickup of the race. Up until that 
time I had depended entirely on natural 
speed and a strong finish. But the super- 
human quickness of Loren Murchison and 
Jack Scholz taught me that Uf 1 was ever 
to make any future progress ig sprinting, 
it would have to be done by learning some- 
thing from them about how to get away 
fast. ; 

I uottoed thet Murchison, who, by tie 
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way, is the fastest of all starters America 


has yet developed, did not hurry his first 
step when he came out of his holes. He 
seemed most interested in assuming a cor- 
rect position so that he could drive on hia 
second step and come into his full running 
stride by his fourth. Scholz in those days 
left his holes like a racing car in second 
gear. His fast leg action quickly increased 
his momentum until he also was at top 
speed in a very few yards, My own start- 
ing stride had been so slow that I had not 
been accustomed to coming into my full 
running stride until past the = fifty-yard 
mark, but under the tutelage of Murchison 
and Scholz I was able to acquire real speed 
at the twenty-five-yard dine. 
From the first time I ran 100 yards I 
generally found myself feet and sometimes 
yards behind at the half-way point, but al- 
ways against men who could not finish. It 
was brought home to me that when I met 
the man who could finish in the same way 
that these commenced a race, I would be 
doomed. 

Under the circumstances one would think 
that I would have spent my time on per- 
fecting my start, knowing that I already 


had the finish, but I concentrated more 
and more on the finish. I knew I could de 
the last fifty in good fashion, and I wae 
afraid that if I spent too much time with 
the first half of the hundred, I would loss 
im the laat 

I have got a great deal out of track ath- 
letics and have enjoyed it thoroughly. More 
than the fundamentals of which I have 
spoken of, is the apirit that makes athleties 
worth while 

Prom that day when Forrest Stanton 
gave me my first medal until Mayor Walker 
of New York, sent me my last one a tew 
months ago for being a member of the 19228 
Olympic team, I have been thrilled by the 
spirit of sport. The trips that I have taken, 
the friendships that | have formed in coun- 
tries all over the world, and the champion- 
ship races that I have competed in, live as 
my fondest recollections, while Uose com- 
petitors that I have faced throughout the 
years will never be forgotten, and will stand 
forever vividly in my memory as the “Hee 
roes of the Hundred.” 
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HARLES SCHWARTZ was a stu- 
dent of murder. He liked to dis- 
y-rewce cuss the subject with the local 
kf police. He often remarked upon 
the stupidities of killers. Finally, as if to 
show what he meant, he tried his hand at 
a perfect crime himself. 

Schwartz devoted months, perhaps years, 
to his scheme. He planned to murder a 
man, substitute the body as his own, and 
collect some $10,000 insurance upon his life. 
He prepared an alias and a hideaway well 
in advance. He selected the perfect vic- 
tim. 


And yet when the fatal moment arrived 
several details failed to click properly.

he himself had ridiculed. 
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Charles: Henry Schwartz, student of mur-, 


der, leaned against the chief’s desk in the 
headquarters of the Berkeley, Cal., police 
force and voiced his conclusions to Captain 


“What interests me about murderers, cap- 
tain, is their lack of forethought,” he said. 
“T’ve studied a great. many famous crimes— 
fact is, I’ve long been a sort of student of 
crimnology—and this matter of murderers’ 
stupidity seems to stand out in almost 
every instance. They simply do not think.” 

“Sometimes they don't have a chance to 
think,” commented Captain Lee. 

“IT grant you that,” agreed Schwartz, 
“but I am not talking about sudden crimes 
of passion. I mean those cases where the 
prospective murderer actually does plan the 
crime long in advance. Why, captain, it’s 
amazing to me the way they fail to cover 
up their tracks!” 

, “Murder isn’t as easy as it looks,’ said 
the officer. “Very often it’s just a single 
bad break in the luck that ruins the whole 
scheme.” . 

“True, true, and yet I stij) insist,” argued 
Schwartz, “that forethought will allow for 
luck. The criminal who leaves. room for 
a chance mishap is not planning ‘his crime 


— 


properly. As in sO many other enterprises, 
he must not hope for the breaks—he must 
force them himself. It is all, to my mind, 
merely a matter of proper planning. Now 
you take the case of .. .” 


Charles Schwartz talked at length with 
Captain Lee. It was one of many discus- 
sions at headquarters during the spring of 
1925. His talk almost invariably turned to 
murder and murderers, “perfect crimes,’ 
the failure of criminals to hide the traces 
of their guilt. 


He had his own opinions but he seemed 
open minded, for he always listened at- 
tentively when the officers explained the 
methods of the police. 


All of which might not be so interesting 
were it not for the fact that Schwartz him- 
self tried to commit a “perfect crime’ ’in 
July of that year. 


How long he planned the deed we do 
not know. It is quite probable that he laid 
the groundwork of the crime many months 
before he put it into effect. The evidence 
is strong regarding this. There is good 
reason to believe that he was planning 
murder at the very time he so volubly dis- 
cussed the topic with Captain Lee and his 
associates at Berkeley. 

His real name was Leon Henry Schwartz- 
hoff. He was a native of Germany and 
called himself a chemist. He had settled at 
Walnut Creek, Cal., ten miles south of Mar- 
tinez, about 1923 and organized the Pacific 
Cellulose company. He ‘claimed to have a 
valuable formula for making artificial silk 
from wood fiber. 

Schwartz took over an abandoned plant 
and installed a laboratory there. He made 
enthusiastic announcements about the 
forthcoming product, stated that a certain 
amount of stock was available to those on 
the lookout for a good thing, and went 
about trying to interest the moneyed men 
of the region in his enterprise. 

But we may seriously question whether 
he ever planned to put his plant into op- 
eration. In the two years following his ar- 
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rival in the community, the Pacific Cellu- 
lose company never got beyond the organ- 
ization stage. : 

“I have faith in my invention,” he would 
tell his backers, “but we cannot start pro- 
duceion on a shoestring. We'll need more 
money. This thing cannot be hurried.” 

Schwartz lived with his wife and three 
children in a cottage not far from the 
works. ‘He frequently went off on business 
trips, however, and would be absent for 
several days at a time. Mrs. Schwartz 
gathered that the trips were for the pur- 
pose of interesting bankers in San Fran- 
cisco and other large cities in the Pacific 
Cellulose company. 

“Some day, my dear,” he would tell his 
wife “we will have a _ great deal of 
money. Just now you must be patient. My 
plans are fast coming to a head.” 


In Oakland, Cal., which is close by San 
Francisco, there was a certain apartment 
house, known as the Nottingham apart- 
ments, where Charles Schwartz was known 
under the name of Harold Warren. The 
manager of the apartment, C. W. Hay- 
ward, had known “Warren” on and off for 
two years. He believed the man to be en- 
gaged in the liquor trade, and had long 
been accustomed to seéing him at odd 
times. 


“Sometimes I like to retire for a few 
days,” Schwartz had told Hayward. “You 
know how it is in this business—we don’t 
always get the breaks. You mustn't be sur- 
prised if I appear suddenly once in a while 
and keep under cover.” 

Judging from a suit which was filed just 
before the crime, Schwartz combined 
pleasure and business during his trips. The 
woman was Mrs. Elizabeth Adam, of Oak- 
land. From what facts we have, Mrs. 
Adam had apparently been deceived by 
Schwartz into believing that he was eligible 
for the bonds of matrimony. But weeks 
and months passed—and he did not keep 
his promise. 

Mrs. Schwartz hardly had any reason to

suspect her husband of infidelity. Had he 
not taken out unusually generous life in- 
surance? Was this not proof of a sort Phat 
he loved her and wanted her provided for? 

By the summer of 1925 the accidental 
death of Schwartz signified $180,000 in in- 
surance would be payable partly to the 
widow and partly to the Pacific Cellulose 
company. Schwartz owned 90 per cent of 
the company. By the summer of 1925 he 
had transferred the deed to his wife's 
name. 


In view of all this, may we not conclude 
that he planned his crime months, perhaps 
years, in advance? 


The Oakland alias and hideout coupled 
with the heavy insurance, indicated pre- 
meditation extending over a long period of 
time. They indicate that this student of 
murder, who had analyzed so many famous 
failures, who had discussed police methods 
so exhaustively with the Berkeley officers, 
planned with great care and precision to 
commit a crime that would never even be 
detected. . 

But did something happen to hurry his 
hand a bit? Were there some _ unfor- 
tunate breaks he had not allowed for? 

It is true that Mrs. Adam filed suit for 
breach of promise, asking $75,000 damages, 
and it is also true that his creditors were 
beginning to bother him. It is possible that 
these circumstances hurried him. but. on 
the other hand, thefe is evidence that he 
had everything ready well in advance and 
waited only for the proper victim to appear. 

The man he selected for the role was 
mibert W. Barbe, a wandering laborer and 
preacher. Barbe, a member of the cult of 
Eternal Brothérhood,  ecollege 
known for his refinement and peaceful 
ways, had often visited Schwartz. He sel- 
dom remained long in one place—a circum- 
Stance which particularly fitted him for 
the ghastly role Schwartz had prepared for 
him. 

No one, vou see, would miss him 
for some time. He had a family. but they 
were living in Pennsylvania and he had 
been estranged from them for many vears. 
All in all, as nearly ideal a 
Schwartz could wish for. 

On Thursday morning, July 29. 1925, 
Schwartz called on Hayward at the Not- 
tingham apartments in Oakland and said 
that he wanted to rent an apartmen! tor 
a few days. 

Schwartz returned to Walnut Creek. He 
had been making a practice.in recent davs 
of working rather late in his laboratory, 
using a kerosene lamp for light, since the 
plant had never been wired for electricity. 
He had directed the watchman. Walter 
Gonzales, to remove his (the watchman’s) 
couch from the main plant to an outbuild- 
ing

“I plan to do some experimenting with 
ether,” he told Gonzales at the time. “and 
I don't think it would be healthy for vou 
to be sleeping here. Fther, you know. is 
tricky stuff.” 

Schwartz on the evening of the 29th sent

chair, and beheld a flaming body on the 
floor. | 

Gonzales seized a fire extinguished and 
sprayed the liquid over the inert form. He 
succeeded in saving the corpse from com- 
plete incineration—a fact which Mr 
Charles Henry Schwartz might have al- 
lowed for in all his months of planning. 

Gonzales remembered that when he had 
come back with the chewing gum his dog 
had sniffed at the closed door of a closet 
in the laboratory. Schwartz had angrily 
kicked the dog away. The door of this 
when the 
watchman brought the soup, and to which 
only Schwartz had a key, was now stand- 
ing open. The police threw their flash- 
lights into the closet. 

On the floor of this cabinet was a pool 
of blood. 

Obviously, Schwartz had blundered. 

Mrs. Schwartz was summoned to the 
scene. She identified the body as that of 
her husband. He had told her, she said, 
that he had been taking a chance working 
with a kerosene lamp around. She shrank 
from any close examination but seemed to 
have no dgubt whatever about the identi- 
fication. 

Who else could it? be? 

But the sheriff and District Attorney A. 
B. Tinning, from the very outset, question- 
ed whether this was Schwartz. The whole 
thing leoked suspicious. The face of the 
victim, for imstance, looked as though acid 
had been poured over it to destroy the fea- 
tures. Also, the ends of the fingers had 
been sliced off. 

Why should this be, if not for the purpese 
of destroying identity? 

In the meanwhile our very imperfect 
murderer had been fleeing the scene. He 
arrived at the Oakland apartment house at 
4 a.m. He woke up Hayward and said 
he had been having trouble with the peltce 
at Santa Clara. 

He looked it, too, for he was bruised and 
limping and disturbed. 

“IT was in an automobile accident there,” 
he said, “and there was booze in my car. 
I'll have to lay low for a while.” 

Schwartz retired to his apartment. 

Now it is quite possible that this man 
figured right along that his “perfect 
crime” would be handled by the small town 
police of the community. He may have 
come to believe that they would be inade- 
quate, that they would be quite baffled, in- 
deed that they would never even suspect 
that there had been anything but an acci- 
dental death. 

The answer to this is that, in the first 
place, Schwartz had so bungied the job that 
almost any sort of officer could have han- 
died the matter: and in the second place, 
the lecal authorities refused to rely on their 
own assumptions. 

Did Schwartz realize, while he was plan- 
ning this crime, that only a few miles away 
lived one of the world's foremost scientific 
detectives, Prof. Edward Oscar Heinrichs, 
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Elizabeth Adam, whe sued Sehwarts for 


breach of promise.

the chemico-legal expert of Berkeley and 
San Francisco? Heinrichs, the man who 
solved the Siskiyou tunnel murders through 
a study of a pair of overalls and a knap- 
sack, the man who had performed miracles 
of detective work on the west coast for 
years? He was the expert called in to look 
over the Walnut Creek explosion scene. 

Prof. Heinrichs soon substantiated the 
suspicions of the police. He pointed out 
that the biood in the closet had been drain- 
ed from the body five or six hours before 
the xplosion. He stated that a missing 
tooth in the mouth of the corpse corre- 
sponded to a. tooth missing in Schwartz's 
head, had been chiseled out and not pulled 
out by a dentist. 

Charlies Henry Schwartz was wanted for 
murder. 

In the’ meanwhile Schwartz kept to his 
apartment. He did not go out at all. He 
ate his meals with the Hayward family 
and, in his usual voluble manner, discussed 
with them the shocking tragedy at Walnut 
Creek. 

One can imagine with what interest he 
followed the day-by-day progress of the in- 
vestigation. One can imagine with what 
dismay he watched the police rip away, 
stone by stone, the whole foundation of his 
crime. He had planned it all so carefully 
—and what a complete botch he had made 
of it! 

Why hadn't he gpt that watchman out 
of the way? The man had reached the 
scene too soon. The fire hed not gained 
enough headway. Gonzales and the fire- 
man had* quenched it before the flames 
hada chance to destroy the clews. 

Even Barbe's persona! articles, his books 
and blankets, had not been destroyed. 

When the victim was identified through 
these articles, after only a few days of 
doubt, Schwarte read the handwriting on 
the wall.

Chartes Schwartz had found bis way ou 
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iy that the name of Auraria, Lump- 
vue kin County, Georgia, is not known 
the world over. It was the orig- 
inal.name of the first town at the mouth 
of Cherry Creek and the South Fork of the 
Platte River in Colorado. The freak ot 
fortune was that a settlement called Den- 
ver was established across the creek and 
Auraria was annexed and absorbed, its 
name passing out of the story of Colorado, 
except in histories. There its place is se- 
cure for the ages. s 

Auraria, Georgia, figures not only in the 
origin of Denver, but of Colorado and the 
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halt them and they continued their way 
northward to the Oregon Trail. 

They marked a route down in history as 
the Cherokee Trail. It passed Ber#’s fort 
on the Arkansas and north of Denver the 
trading forts of Lupton, St. Vrain, Trappers 
and Vasquez, feunded long before them, 
and headquarters for mountain men. The 
Cherokees returned in 1852, stopping again 
at the mouth of Cherry creek and pros- 
pecting that, the Platte river and other 
streams and obtaining gold. 


When the Cherokees reached home they 
had spread the gold news along their route. 
Living in Dahlonega at that time was San- 
uel Ralston, a relative of the Ralston

eettlement of the Rocky Mountain region. 
‘Were it not for Cherokee Indians from the 
town and county it is problematical when 
the great gold discoveries that have made 


Denver and Colorado household words 
throughout the world would have been un- 
covered. 


With this introduction of the importance 
of Auraria and Lumpkin County one must 
turn back the pages of history. 

Lumpkin County is the pioneer gold pro- 
ducing district of the United States. Tt .is 
no wonder that residents of the county 
knew. gold—gold bearing rock, 
sluicing and placer mining. One may easily 
imagine the excitement produced in. the 
county by the gold discoveries in 1849 in 
California. 


It must be realized that the residents of 
all Lumpkin County in that day were gold 
enthusiasts—possibly more so than in any 
like territory in the world, They had been 
reared in gold, as it were, for the first 
rush in the county was in 1803-5, and from 
the epoch-making rush of 1803 until the 
present day, when there is a steady under- 


croppings, — 


current of gold in their conversation, the, 


powerful influence exerted by the yellow 
metal upon this place (Dahlonega) and the 
people is apparent. 

William Green Russell was a resident ot 
Auraria, Lumpkin County. He was one ot 
the men who rushed to California in 1849, 
back home by the way of Panama in the 
fall of 1851 and back again to California, 
this time with a brother, Dr. Levi D. Rus- 
sell. They returned to Georgia in 1852. 
Their journeys were by the Oregon Trail, 
and it is recorded that they heard ro ru- 
mors of gold in the Pikes Reak region on 
their trips. 

In 1850 a party of Cherokee Indians then 
living in K@&amsas Territory, but former 
residents of Lumpkin County, accompanied 
by two white men named Ralston, related 
by marriage tu the Cherokees, left for Cal- 
ifornia, striking the Sante Fe trail, fol- 
Jowing the Arkansas.river through present 
Colorado to the site of Denver, the mouth 
of Cherry creek, and found gold. liow- 
ever, there was not a sufficieht quantity to

brothers. They wrote him of their dis- 
coveries, and then Samual Ralston wrote 
to his friend, W. G. Russell in Auraria of 
the reported find. Apparently Russell had 
heard the rumors, for the Cherokees had 
written of them to their relatives in Lump- 
kin County, but Russell evidently had not 
placed much relianc# upon the stories un- 
til he had this word from Ralston. He 
may have marveled that in his trips to and 
from California he had heard flothing of 
the gold “where the creek with the, wild 
cherries empties into the South Fofk of 
the Platte river” as this locality was identi- 
fied among plainsmen, trappers and their 
ilk. 

Green Rusself, with his brother, J. Oliver 
Russell, Samuel Bates and J. H. and R. J. 
Pierce, brothers, decided to go to Kansas 
and pre-empt some government land. The 
men took up their land, and the two Rus- 
selis returned to Auraria, thoroughiy sold 
on the prospects, history relates. 


In the fall of 1857 Green Russell and his 
brothers, Levi and J. Oliver, decided to or- 
ganize a party, joined by Levi Ralston, 
William Anderson, Joseph McAfee, Solomon 
Roe, Samuel Bates and John Hampton. 

The party, with Green Russell as. leader, 
left Auraria February 17, 1858, going direct 
to Rock Creek, Kans. Here they were join- 
ed by the two Pierce brothers, several Cher- 
okees who knew the route and the location 
and others. 


There was considerable prospecting by 
the party for gold in and around the mouth 
of Cherry Creek, extending for a number 
of miles toward the mountains, twelve miles 
away. Some of the members became dis- 
couraged, but Russell with the Lumpkin 
County men, returned to the creek’s mouth 
and there began the erection of log cabins, 
and named the town Auraria. 

This was along in the late summer and 
in September a party from Lawrence, Kan., 
who had heard, also, of, the gold discov- 
eries, arrived and established a few miles 
Irom Auraria a town they called Montana, 
ieminine for mountain, now also included 
in the Denver city limits. In November a 
party of flity-seven Kansans came, set- 
ting in Montana. However, early in the 


spring of 1859, Montana was abandoned, 
the cabins moved to Auraria as “a better 
business point.” 

Meanwhile Green Russell, in the fall of 
1858, returned to Auraria to exhibit his 
gold and caused the Georgia rush to the 
Pikes Peak region, the preliminary of the 
historical rush of 1859 following the dis- 
coveries of Jackson, in Clear screek, near 
Denver, and Gregory of the @regory dig- 
gings thfat created Central City and Black 
Hawk. 

While Green Russell was home in No- 
vember, ‘1858, another party of Kansans ar- 
rived, crossed the creek and established a 
town they called Denver in honor of the 
governor. of Kansas Territory. 


Auraria, however, had the start. To it 
is the credit of having had the first busi- 
ness houses as well as dwellings, the birth 
of the first white child, the first newspa- 
per, the first religious service, the first 
school, and it may be added the first mur- 
der and first hanging in Denver. A Vig- 
ilance Committee was organized by the two 
towns establishing a Peoples Court to deal 
with offenders, for there was no court 
within 500 miles, and the “Pikes Peak or 
Bust” rusk had caused the influx of some 
of the most desperate characters in the 
country. 

The freak of fortune that eliminated the 
name of Auraria came in 1859. The grow- 
ing importance of the two towns and the 
rush to the gold fields called for trans- 
portation. The Leavenworth & Pikes 
Peak Stage Company was 


organized in 
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part of Denver, however, Auraria put up a 
wonderful fight. Its citizens built a bridge 
and operated a ferry across the South 
Platte river to attract the fortune hunters 
to the town; they did everything humanly 
possible, but Denver continued to increase 
in importance, and in April, 1860, Auraria 
was annexed, becoming part of Denver, 
and. as a name for’the town, passing out 
of the picture. 3 

The struggle of the two‘towns, however, 
was one of the most unusual* chronicled 
in the United States. As an example, the 
owner of the Rocky Mountain News, 10 
placate both communities, built his office 
over the creek and dated his paper “Cherry 
Creek.” However, a flood in the creek in 
May, 1864. swept away his plant. Denver, 
then, pyt up the best offer and the paper 
became ‘permanently located in Denver, and 
using the Denver date line. 


History gives full credit. to the Russeil 
party and through them t the Cherokees 
for the establishment of Denver. Green 
Russell is given as original pioneer and 
town builder, and the Georgians credit for 
the first rush and for the first distribu- 
tion of news of gold in present Colorado. 

Perhaps the spirit of Russell and his 
companions.and of the Cherokees may visit 
Denver and Colorado of today. If they do 
they see a city of 335,000 population, where 
Auraria started, covering fifty-eight square 
miles, with a property valuation of $500,- 
000,000 and property exempt from taxation 
valued at $300,000,000, with city property 
alone amounting to a value of $65,000,000.

The big gold rush had opened the South 
Platte route into Denver, broken as a trail 
by Major Oakes when he brought in a 
wagon train of supplies to suraria in 1858. 
It was now being followed by the rush from 
the east. The south still used the Arkansas 
river or the Smoky Hill route from Kansas 
to Auraria and Denver. In this -battie 
Denver was successful, and on May 7, 1859 
the first arrived in Denver.

Exploring the Treacherous, Icy Hetghts of the Kichik Kumdan Glacier in Kashmir 


r RAPPED, five miles high, on the side of a towering mountain 
peak, four men stood huddled together, unable to move a foot. 
Swirling snow enshrouded the rocky trail they had been follow- 

ing; an arctic wind whipped their faces like steel. They could neither 

go up nor down the trail. To “hole in” a snow bank was their only 

alternative. 3 

With nightfall the temperature dropped to 30 below zero. Before 
morning two of the men were frozen to death—and another grim tragedy 
had been written Into the record of that bold band of adventurers who 
defy death on the “roof of the world.” 

The fierce storm abated somewhat with the dawn, and the two sur- 
vivors, forced to abandon the dead, began a hurried descent. They had 
gone but a short distance when one of the two lost his footing on the 
treacherous ice and fell into a deep crevasse—a wide crack in the glacier. 
He dropped 130 feet, but landed in a snow bank and was uninjured. 

Hieh, perpendicular walls of ice surrounded him. Escape b¥ his own 
efforts was impossible. Cupping his hands, he shouted to his comrade 
on the glatier far above to get help. 


But as the man leaned over the 
edge of the crevasse, listening, he, too, lost his footing and fell to his 
death. 


The lone survivor of that party of four which had started out early 
the previous morning to scale the towering peak stood helpless and 
hopeless at the. bottom of a deep crevasse, high on the side of the 
mountain, and far from any possible help. 
seemed, could save hin.

valley, thousands of feet below, a watcher 
had seen the accident through his field 
glasses. A black dot at the edge of the 
crevasse one moment—the next, nothing but an unbroken expanse of 
glistening snow and ice. Quickly he spread the alarm. And within a 
few minutes a rescue party had started the seven-hour climb up the 
side,of the mountain. 

More than half way up they met a group of climbers who had spent 
the previous night on the mountain and who were now descending. 
They joined forces. But for hours their combined efforts failed to locate 
the imprisoned man, for the glacier was crisscrossed by numberless 
wide, gaping cracks. Each crevasse on the broad tide of the peak was 
explored in turn.

“Just as the cal] of the seas is forever potent to him who has wane 
dered amid its vast spaces,” said Jeffers, ‘the call of the mountains i-« 
heard by the true mountaineer, and he returns again and again to thetr 
inmost sanctuaries.” 
The “impossible” had a supreme lure for Jeffers, and, armed with 
a rugged determination and an absolute trust in Divine Providence, hx 
ventured alone into terrifying spaces where the slightest mishap wou!d 
have meant disaster. 
Probably. his most notable achievement, and one which proved his 
absolute’ fearlessness, was his famous ascent of Mount Moran A yea; 


before, a scientific journal, describing this particular peak, had prophee- 


sied that it probabiy would never be scaled. A massive Teton peak, form-

and cure of “the common cold.” Some big 
butter and egg man or nostrum aristocrat 
puts up a purse, and the hounds of sci- 
ence quickly arrange a party, of course, 
spreading the plans over as much good 
- mewspaper space as the papers will con- 
tribute. For $195,000 you can get the, most 
exclusive publicity for your mame or your 
interest, far more effective publicity than 
you can buy for twice the sum in the or- 
dinary way. 
_ These caravans are. setting out every lit- 
tle while on the important mission, and 
having had the precisé amount of space 
their respective endowments call for, they 
fade into silence and are never heard from 
any more. : 
Nearly two years ago such a “cold” of- 
fensive was launched by a medical school 
that was once indeed famous but now 
through inanition has well nigh lost’ its 
eminence, financed by the profits on a car- 
load or two of proprietary medicines. This 
particular expedition was heralded as a 
five-year co-operative research aimed at 
finding the “cause and cure ef common 
colds.”

the guide to safety. And the accident had 
occurred at an elevation ef 13.990 feet, far 
from help. The situation did not improve 
as time passed. The woman feund her 
strength ebbing, and fimally the guide or- 
dered his companion te cut the rope and 
save her own life, though it meant ai- 
most certain death fer him. Better te save 
one life than sacrifice twe, he reasened. 

At first the woman refused te purchas 
her life at such a price. Later, however, 
at the pleading of the guide, she did cut 
the rope. But durihg the heurs she had 
lain on the snow the repe had beceme so 
securely frozen in the tee that K held fast 
and continued to support the guide. The 
woman, freed, staggered away in search of 


help. The ice still held the repe in its 
fiem grip, and the guide was pulled to 
gatety. 

Across the crevasses are natural ice 
bridges, which may be safe or may be 
death traps. In exploring the side of a 


peak in the Alps, one guide boldly waiked, 


out upon such a bridge and disappeared 
amid a cloud of snow and ice. 


But there have been many marvelous 
rescues after falls into deep, icy fissures.

medical school that had consented to spon- 
sor the party. Then there was a diagram 
of deep black lines to indicate the rélative 
prevalence of “colds” and other diseases, 
“colds” of course far outnumbering other 
diseases, but curiously enough such diseases 
as tonsilitis, laryngitis, influenze and septic 
throat being designated as other diseases. 

As a publicity scheme this launching of 
expeditions against “the common cold” is 
to be encouraged, for it converts money 
from doubtful uses to the pockets of doc- 
tors and others who are likely to make 
good use of it. 

Aside from that it is all farce, for 
whether they admit it in so many words or 
not, the very doctors who man these ex- 
peditions know there is no such disease or 
ailment as “the common cold”—they know 
perfectly well that what folks call “cold” 
is one thing or another and never a spe- 
cific condition. They know that no med- 
ical man or other person of scientific stand- 
ing dare define “the common cold;” and 
they know the reason why he dare not do 
so is that his definition would scarcely co- 
incide with the definition of any other sci- 
entific authority. |

All chance of retreat was cut off, and the 
party, with insufficient provisions, was im- 
prisoned in the remote spet for eight days. 
Although people back in the valley knew 


something was wrong, all agreed that res- 
cue was impossible. 


On the ninth day the rescue party scal- 
ed Mont Blanc and discovered ten bodies, 
frozen in the deep snow. One of the 
Americans had left a pathetic account of 
their suffering. The body of the eleventh 
member of the party was never found, 


Aviation could not have bruought rescue 
to those eleven men, but last summer on 
Mont Blanc two youths were saved by aid 
that was summoned from the sky. Two 
amateur climbers, Jacques Goy and Charles 
Bornard, were ascending the mountain 
when their rope broke. Bornard rolle& 600 
feet down the mountain. Goy was left alone 
on the dangerous ice, unable to move. 

Some hours later an aviator flying over 
Mont Blanc saw some one signaling fran- 
tically by means of a shirt tied to an al- 


, pine staff. He raced back to the airdrome 


and telephoned instructions toe guides near 
the climbers. Late that night guides suc- 
ceeded in rescuing both Goy and his com- 
panion, who had beea severely injured. 
The Matterhorn has always proved a

No one is happier than I am to see a 
congenial group of doctors, medical stu- 
dents, and other scientific folk, surround, 
capture and get away With a nice little en- 
dowment fund, no matter if they use it to 
raise pink whiskers with. At the same time 
we must not forget the patient. 


You know, a doctor and a nhurse on a 


case sometimes do forget the patient mo- 


mentarily. I remember once . 
The question before the meeting is 


whether the heavy toll of the “cold” s0o- 


phistry is increased as a result of these big 
drives. I fear it is actually increased, for 
there are a lot of peaple whe believe some 
of the things they read in the papers, and 
no doubt such people feel that the organi- 
gation of these exploring parties is evidence 
of a sort that there is some such ailment 
as a common “cold.” That gives them the 
cheek they need to go about, when they 
havé cri, peppering every one who is un- 
lucky enough to happen within conversa- 
tienal range. . 

Am .I right or am I wrong? Certainly 
these scientific people are not loath to pre- 
sent their arguments in the newspapers, 
net any more. Old time doctors may still 
shrug their shoulders and make sour grape 
comments about “newspaper science’ and 
all that, yet one notices that the medical 
men all de dt when they get the chance. 
If I am wrong it is surely the duty of seme 
spokesman fer medical science to rise up 
mow and point out to the laity wherein my 
attitude and teachings are at fault or out 
ef tume with present scientific knowledge. 
If net ome troubles to do this, then some 


fermidable antagonist, which explains the 
popularity of this peak among experienced 
climbers. 

When Edward Whymper’s pioneer party 
had reached the summit of the Matterhorn 
on that first epoch-making trip and started 
back dewn it was thought best to rope the 
members tegether. Thus a man was tied in 
every twenty feet. Going over a steep reck 
face ene of the climbers slipped. In fall- 
ing he knocked over the man next im lime, 
and the jerk om the rope dragged the third 
man frem his position. The remainder of 
the party immediately realized the danger 
and braced themselves to withstand the tug 
en the repe—but the rope broke! 

Im an instant the three men were sliding 
at a frightful speed down the steep, rocky 
eastern face of the mountain and in an- 
other moment they had plunged over a ver- 


tical face and made a sheer drop of 4,000 
feet. 


Whymper and his two guides were left 
clinging for dear life. Finally, the party 
reached the valley, but the bodies of their 
comrades were never found. 


You will not follow mountain trails for 
long without coming to share the universat 
fear of avalanches. Way up on the side of 
a glacier you will see a blueish wisp of 
something that appears like smoke Ctrail- 
ing down the edge of the mountain. As 
it travels down the roar grows louder and 
louder. Presently it terminates in a splash 
at the foot of the giacier. En route it has 
gathered not only momentum, but a lot 
of ice, snow and rocks have joined the 
merry sleigh ride. 

Thus it is not strange that when a 
mountain climbing party hears the cry 
“Avalanche!” their hearts are filled with 
fear. The crunching sound of the slide is 
one of nature's surest methods of putting 
the fear of God into the scalers of the high 
places. 

On the way to the summit the party will 
probably pass points leading underneath 
overhanging ice chffs, where it seems thay 
even the human breath would be enough 
to dislodge thousands of tons of ice. 

“This is no game for a man who gets 
cold feet,” declares the guide as he sits 
spinning yarns beside the evening camp 


newspaper readers are going to believe what

Notwithstanding former conventions a 
practicing doctor today would not dare to 
enter “cold’’ in an official certificate filed 
with the health authorities. If he were so 
careless the health authorities would 
promptly institute an investigation to find 
out what the doctor was trying to conceal. 

For the life of me I can’t see the tagic 
of those self touted representatives of 
“science” who still insist that under cer- 
tain vague conditions or circumstances one 
may take “cold” from exposure and suffer 
from an illness which no one is willing to 
define or even describe clearly enough so 
that anyone else may recognize it. If “pa- 
tient took cold” is a joke in the medicai re- 
port of sickness or death, it is surely not 
to be taken seriously in the public bulletins 
issued by health officers, medical socicty 
spokesmen and drive managers. 

Suppose your wife—this is assuming a lot 
for the sake of example—suppose she wakes 
you in the middle of the night and tells you 
there’s a burglar in the cellar. Ske has 
heard some queer noises down in that di- 
rection. There are two courses—no, only 
one course of action; you may go back te 
sleep, yeah, or else you may go down and 
search the cellar. Of course you go down 
and search the cellar. Now naturally the 
poor girl is keen to get a report on your 
mission. I ask you, if you find nething te 
sustain the hypothesis that there’s a guy 
im the coalbin, it is quite fair te crawi back 
te bed and never tell friend wife a word 
about it? 

Well, that’s just what these “cold” ex- 
plorers do. They set forth amid great ac~- 
claim. Their quest proves fruitless, of 
course, but do they ever publish that un- 
interesting fact?

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‘Things New and Old About the Bible

Pp | ELIGION is more vitally related 
to morality than to any other de- 
partment of human life and 
Seer thought. Moral values are like- 
wise religious values. There are some three 
distinct conceptions of the relations of re- 
ligion and morality. | 
There is first the 
crude, primitive and 
heathen religions in 
which religion and 
morality are separat- 
ed. It may be admit- 
ted that the religious 
customs of the tribe 
constitute the germ- 
inal beginning of 
morality. - Loyalty to 
custom was a disci- 
pline towards the de- 
velopment of moral 
consciousness. 


Nevertheless religion 
and morality were not 
identical and only be- 
came identical 
through a long pro- 
ress of human devel- 
opment. 

There was the entire divorce between re- 
ligion and morality in the ancient world. 
In both Greece and Rome religion was 
something absolutely apart from morality. 

The priests of Greece and Rome regard- 
ed themselves under no obligation to lead 
a moral life, and of course considered it 
not part of their duty to exhort men to a 
purer life. 

There was no protest on the part of the 
officials of religion against the most fla- 
grant vice. The dark fact is that immor- 
ality even entered into the religious rites. 


There is in the second place the modern 
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_ skeptical conception which would make 


morality a substitute for religion. This is 
as false as the first crude idea, even 
though it is superior in its mora ‘purpose. 

It is said that the ideas and ,.stulates 
of religion are subject to doubts and un-

conception; morality is understood of all; 
it is sufficient for itself; and it should 
stand on its own firm ground. 

So we have our ethical culture and eth- 
ical societies which give moral and re- 
ligious teaching apart from any religious 
doctrine. 

The adherents of this idea claim that 
ethics rests on a human foundation and is 
purely a social science. There is the utili- 
tarian conception of morality. 

The insufferable objection to this the- 
ory is that no explanation of moral obli- 
gation through ideas of pleasure-value or 
life-conservation fits in with the actual 
facts of the moral life. The idea of the 
good and the expedient refuse to coalesce. 


If you claim that the basis of morality 
is the distinction between right and wrong, 
then upon what foundation does the dis- 
tinction between right and wrong rest? It 
must at least be based on the spiritual na- 
ture of man and on his faith in God, who 
is supremely good. 


There is a weight in the word “ought” 
that is too heavy for. the support of a 
mere human foundation. 


It is a very congmon utterance, “I try to 
do what is right, to do charity, and be a 
good citizen; I don’t need any religion.” 


If God>is to be discarded, some other 
authority must be found, but this author- 
ity has not been found. Man is a free 
moral agent. In every thought, motive and 
impulse the cry of science rings out the 
impressible “ought” of duty. It is my chief 
glory that I say “yes” or “no.” This 
is the token of a moral power possessed 
by no other earthly creature. The posses- 
sion of this power links me with a power 
not myself that restrains me from the evil 
and impels me to the good. 


A great philosopher has written: “This 
craving after moral perfection, inherent in 
the human soul constrains me to affirm 
the existence of absolute perfection above 
me. Nothing so fills me with awe in mo- 
ments of deepest candor and self-scrutiny 
as the solemnity of this supreme gift of 
moral accountability, for by it I am most 
nearly allied to the Supreme Will mani-

Where there is a weakness of moral 
fiber, it is because of the absence of the 
divine inspiration and sanctions of moral- 
ity. Deep are the refining influences of 
art and music and science and philosophy, 
but none of these are to be compared to 
the strong and lasting influence wrought 
by a prayerful communion with the source 
of all moral power. 


The constant feature of the moral life is 
aspiration and endeavor, what is in con- 
trast with what ought to be. It is only in 
and through man’s relation to God, the 
perfect good that the etmcal ideal can ever 
be attained. 


The third conception, the conception of 
the Christian faith, is the inseparable con- 
nection of religion and morality. This was 
the prophetic interpretation of the Old 
Testament religion. There was the fierce- 
ness of prophetic rebuke for the religious 
worshipers who are immoral. “Incense is 
an abomination unto me. Put away the 
evils of your doings from before mine 
eyes.” 

Christianity carries his unity of religion 
and morality to its perfection. Jesus 
unites in His own character the highest 
spiritual and the highest morality. Moral- 
ity cannot admit a religion which violates 
it, and religion cannot sanction immoral- 
ity. In the history of the Roman Catholic 
church we find the all too common fact 
that many who were highest in ecclesias- 
tical position were lowest in morals. 


The Protestant church is not without re- 
proach. There are very many who have 
sought by extra religious devotion to atone 
for moral delinquencies. 

There are those who disregard rites and 
ceremonies. This type of man can neglect 
with easy conscience his accounts with his 
creditors, and then in a revival meeting 
sing with much fervor “The old account 
was settled long ago.” The common judg- 
ment of mankind, whether religious or ir-

religious is that religion and morality are 
inseparable. The man of the world pays 
his tribute to religion when he expects that 
religion shall be moral. 


The criticism against the professedly re- 
ligious man, with his moral lapses is well 
directed insofar as it is oriticism of the 
man. It must not be a condemnation of 
religion. It is not the failure of religion, 
but the failure of man to live religion. 


Gravitation is not a failure because you 
fall, but you failed to keep rightly adjusted 
to the law of gravity. Any good law is not 
a failure because you break it, but you 
will be a failure as you break law. 


The truly religious man must be a truly 
moral man. Whatever distinctions we draw 


between morals and religion, we must ever | 
recognize their unity. Any attempt to di- 


vide them and to oppose the one to the 
other rests on a false motion of human 
nature and human life. 


A common misconception of preaching is 
in representing the moral man as farthest 
from God and morality as being in con- 
flict with religion. This is only applicable 
in a very superfiant sense. The man who 
is proud of some righteous deeds is doubt- 
Yess very far from God. 


But the real trouble with the so-called 
moral man is that he is not moral enough. 
It is only through the help of religion that 
man can become in reality moral. 

I suppose it will be granted that St, 
Paul carried the experiment of searching 
for a satisfactory moral life to its farthest 
human limit, and yet according to his own 
confession, he reached only an outward 
morality. 

He gives expression to his spiritual con- 
flict and victory: “For I know that in me,

| Vacationing at Tome 


It Isw’t Always Possible With a Household of Children to Go Away for Trips or to Send 


the Children Off to Camp. 


6 ¢ EAR ME, how I dread the 
summer vacation!” For years 
I have heard this sentiment 
expressed by mothers with one child or 
more “on their hands,” as they say, for 
two or three months. This year especially, 
when I relate my plans for sending my 
three children to good organized camps 
and going carefree myself to an artists’ 
colony, where I shall spend two months 
writing to my heart’s content, my friends 
sigh in reply, “How I envy you!” Not 
one bit do they envy me the many vaca- 
tions I have spent with my children, the 
times when we have grown to know each 
other better through undertaking a “set 
apart” period of life together. 
« Why do so many parents anticipate 
the vacation the family must spend to- 
gether with dread and rebellion? Must 
a vacation at home mean for the child, 
as one mother puts it, “a waste period 
in which he loses half he has gained the 
previous year in school, grows restless 
and ill behaved,” and for the mother “a 
time of drudgery, ceaseless annoyance 
and nervous headaches?” 

Getting the best out of every cne of 
our experiences is the greatest art we 
can learn in life. Of course, when possi- 
ble a complete separation of the family, 
each member going his own way, doing 
Puhat he wants to do for a time that he 
may return invigorated and ready to 
appreciate family life, is most whole- 
some. But taking a vacation as a fam- 
ily group may be a privilege. Permeat- 
ing two or three months of life together 
- with the festive spirit may be just the 
thing that will contribute most to the 
happiness of thousands of families. A 
woman who is employed outside the 
home for most of the year may wish 
above everything else to spend her vaca- 
tion with her child, to grow to know him 
better and gain memories of play with 
him that will brighten the following 
months of work. Or a woman who has 
many social demands may want to dis- 
regard them for a while -and live quictly 
with her children. One mother I know, 
who is very active in civic affairs, says: 
“I always let my maid take a vacation 
for the months of July and August. I 
forget about club programs and candi- 
dates for public office when my chil- 
dren and I go to our little country 
home, where their father comes for week 
ends. Although my maid is very efficient 
when I am busy outside of the home, 
she complicates situations when the 
family wants its own way during vaca- 
tion. Boys and girls assume respons!- 
bilities more naturally when there is no 
one in the home hired to do the things 
they enjoy doing if there is evident rea- 
son for their being done.” 

Those of us who do our own house- 
work, I know from experience, too fre- 
quently look upon the vacation as a time 
when cares are multiplied. Are there 
any ways, we ask, of lessening the bur- 
dens? Some fortunate mothers have dis- 
covered that there are ways. The great 
part of their secret is the spirit in which 
they sel about “making” a vacation, no 
matter where it is to be spent. 

For illustration I am going to give the 
experience of a woman who year after 
year turns her own little home into a 
summer resort for her family. For two 
months at least home is made a differ- 
ent piace to which they literally “re- 
sort” after the more strenuous life of 
the rest of the year. The four children 
look forward to vacation with eagerness 
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not only because it means freedom from 
school, but also because it means a spe- 
cially planned way of living for the sum- 
mer months. They know that for them 
there will be plenty of concerns to take 
the place of school programs. One sum- 
mer the family decided to turn their 
home into a@ camp conducted much like 
the Boy Scouts’ camp ¢o which the old- 
est son goes for two weeks every year. 
The idea itself generated the holiday 
spirit. All were happy—weren't they 
going to camp? Magic is in the very 
word camp. It brings up notions of 
everybody assuming some responsibility 
so that everybody can find time to do 
what he wants to do. ~ Routine—the 
great time saver—comes in as an indis- 
pensable aid to living. A time to get 
up in the morning, a time for all to take 
part in home duties, a time for all to 
pursue individual interests, a time for 
all to rest quietly. A genuine bugle was 
the first acquisition that helped bring 
the camping atmosphere into the family 
group., It is easy to make out a daily 
schedule with a bugle at hand for use 
in announcing the hours devoted to spe- 
cial purposes, At 7 o’clock each morn- 
ing the bugle, according to the plans, 
was to call cverybody out of bed. How 
much more cheery an awakening than 
any mother could expect from “It's time 
to get up now.” The children took turns 
announcing reveille, as they did in ringe- 
ing the bell or blowing the buele for 
meais and other periods set apart for 
various forms of work and play. Then 
they divided the work of the household 
taking turns in dishwasting, bed mak-

ing, cleaning the house and yard and 
meal preparing. Mother had a helper 
appointed for every task that was to be 
performed right after breakfast, so that 
the rest of the day, except just at meal 
time, would be free, both for her and 
for the children. And she thanked good- 
ness, she said, that the camp had siesta, 
a period of an hour and a half or two 
hours in the middle of the day when 
every one is at least quiet—sleeping or 
reading. With real camp spirit even 
four-year-old Ellen went to her nap 
without protest, since everybody else was 
planning a rest. The time from 9:30 
to 11:30 in the morning and from 3 to 
5:30 in the afternoon were play hours for 
everybody, including mother. Generally 
supper was a picnic affair, so managed 
that there would be few dishes to wash 
and plenty of time and energy for 
bedtime stories, games not too exciting 
and on certain days a council fire in 
the back yard. The picnic was often ar- 
ranged away from home at some spot 
to which the family drove in their car. 
When supper was served on the home 
grounds it was frequently made an 
“event” by inviting some friend to join 
in the merrymaking. Different members 
of the family took turns not only in 
serving the picnic lunch daintily, but 
also in inviting guests. 

“With all this schemine and division 
of duties.” some woman declares, “I 
con't see how the mother herself could 
he really free a moment. This kind of 
life is undoubtedly good for children. 
But how can a mother escape continual 
responsibility and cares?” Well do I

know how this mother feels. She wants 
to get away from oversight of children’s 
wardrobes, ironing, mending and super- 
intending choice of clothing. She wants 
to get away from planning meals. Really, 
in outlining a week’s menu I have some- 
times felt that I should myself fall over 
from dizziness in the attempt to balance, 
balance, balance, proteins and fats and 
carbohydrates, and to tuck in enough 
vitamins and mineral salts here and 
there without disturbing the diet’s 
equilibrium. And most of all, the mother 
wants to get away from supervising 
work and play every minute of the day, 
from having to settle disputes and patch 
up children’s quarrels, from having :o be 
ever ready with an answer to that per- 
plexing question, “What shall we do 
now?” eee a 

It is not easy to get away from these 
duties, but there are little ways in 
which such burdens may be made 
lighter, more bearable. Almost every- 
thing in our complex life can be sim- 
plified, And if one has the real vaca- 
tion spirit simplification for a while 
is a delight. : 

As to the clothing problem, it is made 
easier by planning outfits for summer 
use that are simple, durable and not too 
easily soiled. The mother who turned 
her home into a summer camp not only 
diminished her burden as “costume 
manager” but also added to the festive 
spirit of the family by adopting a camp 
uniform of cool but dark material. The 
older children wanted something em- 
blematic, so they sewed on everybody's 
khaki uniform the red letters B. B. C. for 
Busy Bee Camp, which was painted on 
a sign board and posted in the back 
yard. When the camping idea is not 
followed any mother can simplify her 
child’s dress for the summer months at 
least. Sun suits for little ones are a 
godsend not only in giving the child 
freedom and health but in keeping fussy 
suits and dresses in bureau drawers. 

In planning of meals—let the children 
help. Choosing luneh with the proper 
proportion of protein, fats and carbohy- 
drates and a supply of vitamins and 
minerals is part of the daily pregram 
in many up-to-date kindergarten and 
primary schools now. Then why cannot 
children at home assume responsibility 
in planning menus? When a child has 
been allowed to help in buying and 
preparing food he can appreciate, even 
at eizht years of age, the cost and labor 
involved in various dishes he likes and 
not demand a diet uneconomical either 
from the standpoint of the budget or of 
labor for mother or a servant. Any 
number of bulletins and balanced menu 
schedules are available that will help a 
child and his mother in conquering the 
bugbear of meal planning. The neces- 
Sary supervision and checking up of 
menus submitted by a boy or a girl will 
take work, of course, but it seems a less 
monotonous undertaking than that care 
ried on entirely alone, with all the bure- 
den of setting attractive 
food before one’s family on one pair of 
shoulders and never a soul ready with a 
suggestion. One thing that always helps 
a mother in any hard task is the priv- 
ilege of seeing her children grow.
